ancient  taiiilly  oi  the  whicli 

have  nccii  Icnicd  in  the  county  cf  York 
as  cat  ly  as  the  COnquclt,  if  not  befoic  l!ut 
peri'xl.  His  anctltprs  in  ihc  lall  ce»:lmy 
removed  to  Ireland,  tiom  v.hich  kin^diom 
the  tanilly  derives  the  honours  wliicli  tUey 
enjovrd  before  the  prelent  KoMeman 
4)l)tained  a  leat  in  tlie  Englilh  Hovdb  of 
Peers.  His  father  was  Sir  John  Rawdoii, 
liart.  wlio  in  the  year  1750  was  advanced 
to  the  clignitv  of  the  Peerage,  by  the  title 
ot  Baron  ot'  Moyra  j  and  afteiAvaids  in 
1761  was  created  Karl  of  Moyra,  in  tlic 
loiinty  of  Downe,  with  a  renuiniler  to  Ins 
heirs  male.  By  his  third  wife.  Lady 
Klizaheth  llaftings,  filler  to  the  late  Karl 
of  Huntingdon,  Lord  Moyra  had  ilfue  fix 
fons  and  four  daughters,  of  whom  thecldtll 
is  Francis  Lord  Rawdon,  the  fubjeit  of 
our  prefen t  confidcration. 

Lord  Rawdon  was  born  Dec.  9,  1754., 
and  liis  education  was  fuch  as  became  his 
birth  and  his  promile  of  talents.  De¬ 
voting  himfclf  early  to  a  military  life,  he 
at  the  age  of  fevenlecn,  in  September 
1771,  was  ap|K;inlsjd  Enfign  of  the  Hfteenth 
regiment  of  foot,  and  in  the  courfe  of  his 
profellion  was  employed  in  America  whi lit 
the  contell  between  Great  Britain  and  her 
Colonies  exided.  During  his  fervice  in 
that  part  of  t’le  Globe,  he  was  advanced  to 
the  rank,  of  Lieuienam-Colonel ;  and  was, 
while  he  continued  there,  an  active  and 
intrepid  alTertor  #f  the  rights  of  the 
Motiicr  Country.  In  the  battle  fought 
near  Camden,  on  Augull  16,  1780, 
when  the  Britilh  forces  gained  a  complete 
vidlory.  Lord  Rawdon  dilling'iilhed  him- 
felf  in  a  manner  to  obtain  the  parti¬ 
cular  approbation  of  Lord  Cornwallia, 
who  in  iiis  difpatches  home  made  very 
honourable  mention  of  his  Lordlhip's 
courage  and  ability,  as  he  did  alio  in  his 
public  thanks  after  the  engagement.  On 
llic  Z51I1  April  178 1  Lord  Rawdon  de¬ 
feated  General  Green  at  Hobkirk's  Hill. 
He  however  afterwards,  finding  his  force 
not  fufheient,  retreated  into  Camden. 
On  the  7th  May,  having  received  a  confi- 
lierable  reinforcemeut  by  the  anival  of  a 


detachment,  he  attempted  to  compel 
General  Green  to  another  atlion,  wlach 
he  loimd  to  be  impra6licable.  Failing  in 
his  ileMign,  he  returned  to  Camden  ;  and 
on  the  icih  burned  the  jails,  mills,  many 
private  !ioufcs,and  a  great  deal  of  his  own 
baggage.  He  then  evacuated  the 
aiul  retired  with  his  whole  army  to  the 
bourh  ot  the  Saniee. 

li  is  adiiiitted  on  all  hands,  tliat  Lord 
Rawdon’s  exertions  at  this  time,  though 
not  atlcn*lud  with  fuccefs,  were  fuch  as 
might  l>eex|K-Ftcd  trom  '.»n  union  of  valour 
and  prudenre.  Ttu  ugli  he  waj  unable 
to  aiil  otlenlively  againd  the  enemy,  he 
prevented  their  obtaining  any  very  mate¬ 
rial  advantage  over  him.  During  his 
vefulence  in  Charles  'I'own  in  Augull 
he  caiifed  the  punithment  of  death  to  be 
intliilcd  on  Colonel  Ifaac  Hayne  ;  the 
propriety,  exjifdleney,  and  juilicc  of  which 
have  betn  varioully  fpoken  ot,  being  de¬ 
fended  by  fome,  and  cenfurctl  by  others  5 
but  which  mull  probably  be  referred  to 
the  impai  tial  decifion  of  pollerity  for  a  right 
dcteimination.  Whatever  may  be  though! 
by  the  aHive  paitizans  of  either  of  the  con¬ 
tending  powers,  the  executions  of  Hayne 
and  Andre  will  at  all  times  be  the  fub- 
jcils  of  fmcere  regret.  Soon  after  this 
11‘anfaHion  Lon  I  Rawdon  returned  to 
Kngland,  and  w’iih  much  ipirlt  vindicated 
his  conduH  horn  Ibme  alperfions  which 
had  been  thrown  upon  it  in  the  Iloufe  of 
Lords  in  his  ablcnce. 

On  November  20,  178a,  his  Lordfhip 
was  promoted  to  tlic  i*ank  of  Colonel,  and 
the  command  of  the  105th  regiment  of 
foot,  and  was  at  the  fame  time  named  one 
of  the  Aids  dc  Camp  to  his  Maiclly, 
On  the  5th  Match  1783  he  was  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  an  Englilh  Peer,  by  the 
title  of  Lord  Rawdon,  of  Rawdon,  in  the 
county  of  York.  In  his  political  condu^ 
his  Lordflnp  takes  part  with  the  Oppoli- 
lion,  and  is  an  a6livc  adverlhry  to  the 
Minilter  in  the  Houfc  of  Lords.  As  a 
private  Gentleman,  his  manners  are  alfabje 
and  conciliating  }  and  he  hat  on  every 
occafion  evinced  a  readinefs  to  proindto 
ufeful  and  laudable  undertakings  for  th^ 
fervice  of  the  country.  Of  thcle  it  it  not

On  the  a 5th  Novomher  1769  he  wat 
marrletl  to  Mlfs  Montgomen',  a  woman 
who  conti  ihutfd  greatly  to  his  hnppincfs. 
With  admirable  fenfe,  aflcflion,  and 
gcnrrofity  of  heart,  fiie  pofitfied  no 
common  fliare  of  wit  and  pleafantry. 
One  of  her  bons  mots  is  mentioned  in 
Mr.  Bofw'ell’s  Life  of  Dr.  Johnfon. 
Thinking  that  the  rough  Philofophcr  had 
too  mucli  influence  over  her  hufuand, 
fhe  faid,  with  ibme  warmth,  “  I  have 
Icen  many  a  hear  led  by  a  man,  but  I 
never  before  faw  a  man  led  by  a  heir.” 
Once,  when  Mr.  Bofwell  was  mounted 
u|K)n  a  horl'c  which  he  had  brought  pretty 
low  by  riJing  the  county  (as  it  is  called) 
for  an  eiciTtion,  and  was  tufting  that  he 

mimin'Jpt,  Tacitci, 
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wii  a  horft  of  bUod^  “  I  hone  fo,"  fa;d 
ilic,  tor  I  am  ime  he  has  no  fitjh.'" 
Ms .  Bol'wcil  hns  a  c.  llc6lion  <>f  her  guod 
ladings  viiidtr  the  iil!e  cf  Vxcrinna. 

He  continued  at  the  Scotch  bar,  with 
♦ccalionaF,  and  indeed  L\cn?rally  annual, 
viiits  to  London,  for  many  yeajs,  as  iiis 
lather  v'-as  avcrle  to  his  Ictiiinir  In  the 
mcTiopolls.  But  there  his  Itcaa  was 
ixc  d,  and  vv'C  fliall  I'cc  that  nc  in  time 
yielded  to  his  inclination. 

In  lySi,  wh.cn  Mr.  Burke  was  in 
power,  that  celebrated  Gentleman  liiewcd 
ills  Icnlb  of  JVIi .  liofweirs  nsci  it  in  the 
waimcu  manner,  obferving,  “We  muTt 
do  fjinething  for  you  lor  our  own  fakes,” 
and  recommended  him  to  General  Conway 
fora  vacant  place,  by  a  letter  in  which  liis 
clsarablcr  was  drawn  in  glowing  co- 
Icmrs.  The  place  was  not  obtained  j 
but  Mr.  Bofwcll  dcclaitd,  liiat  he  valued 
the  letter  more. 

In  i7Se,  by  the  death  of  my  Lord, 
Ms  father,  he  fucccedcd  to  ilic  clbtc  of 
A’lchinlcch. 

In  1733,  when  the  extraordinary 
Loalitlou  of  heterogeneous  parties  Unik. 
lace,  and  Mr.  Fox's  Laft- India  Bill  had 
ecn  thrown  out,  and  the  country  was  in 
a  ferment  as  to  the  monarchical  pait 
rf  (,ur  Cenrtitation,  Mr.  Bofwtil  was  very 
adlive  and  very  fuccefsful  in  obtaining 
Addrcfics  to  his  Majefty,  and  puhlillicd 

A  Letter  to  the  Peijpie  ot  Scotland  on 
the  preirnt  State  of  the  Nation,”  which  had 
tnuch'elfcbf,  and  of  which  Mr,  Pitt,  then 
>ih1  hill  IVimc  Minilkr,  thus  cxpicflcd 
fciinfclf,  in  a  Letter  to  Nlr.  Bofwell  ; 

I  have  oblerved  with  great  pleafurc 
your  zealous  and  able  exciilons  in  the 
taufc  of  the  public  in  the  work  which  you 
were  fo  gooil  as  to  tranfmit  to  me.” 

In  17S5,  an  attempt  having  been  made 
to  diminilh  the  number  ot  the  hlteen 
Lords  of  Scllionln  Scotland,  Mr.  Bofwcll, 
conlidering  this  as  a  violation'of  the  Arti¬ 
cles  of  the  Union,  and  bcfidesavcvy  perni¬ 
cious  meafiu'e,  wrote  on  this  occafion  ano¬ 
ther  “  Letter  to  the  People  ot  Scotland  ;” 
Xk  bicU  was  fo  {Krl'uafivc  and  forcible,  that 
many  of  the  counties  of  North  Britain 
atfcmbled,  and  entered  into  fuch  rel’olu- 
tiont  agalnlt  the  feheme,  that  it  was  given 

In  17S5  Mr.  Bi'fweil  publilhed  a 

Journal  cf  a  Tour  to  the  Hebrides 
with  Samuel  Jobnfon,  LL.  D.  j"  a  work 
lb  well  known,  and  lb  I'ucccfstiil,  that  it 
is  unnecetfary  to  fay  any  thing  of  it. 

He  had  at  an  early  period  entered  hlm- 
itu  as  a  iiudcui  of  the  Inu^  Temple, 


and  fr  ^m  time  to  time  kept  his  terms  3 
and  having  no  longer  the  fear  of 
difpleaiing  his  fatlier,  he  determined  10  try 
liisloiiune  in  Wcllminllci  - hall,  and  wag 
called  to  the  bar  in  Hilary  Term  178^, 
The  following  winter  he  removed  his 
family  to  London. 

His  ambitious  rcfolution  to  try  his 
fortune  in  the  great  world  cf  London 
was  thus  fam^icned  by  a  letter  to  him 
Horn  Dr.  Samuel  Johnfon,  which  exhi¬ 
bits  at  once  a  cautious  and  encouraging 
view  of  it,

A  Letter  f’gnc'd  by  the  laid  Duke  de 
Chuilcul  of  the  fame  dale.  No.  34,  addrcflTcd 
to  us,  imports,  that  his  Sacr.d  Majelly 
being  intormed  that  M.  D’Eon  had 
been  appointed  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  to  carry  from  the  Court  ot  London 
the  Ralllications  of  the  Definitive  Treaty 
of  Peace,  hath  latwed  himlcll  difpoled  to 
grant  to  him  the  rank  of  a  Knight  of  the 
Royal  and  Military  Order  of  St.  Louis, 
of  which  he  hath  thought  him  capable,  as 
well  on  account  of  his  mllltai-y  lervices, 
which  have  been  very  confpicuous  in  the 
German  war,  as  aifo  by  his  ^Kilitical 
fci  vices  at  the  Court  of  Rulfia  ;  and  that 
this  favour  ought  to  be  the  more  pleafmg 
to  the  Sicur  D'Kon,  as  it  is  a  very  parti¬ 
cular  mark  of  his  Majelty’s  approbation 
ol  his  zeal  and  abiHues. 

Another  Letter  ligned  by  the  faid 
Duke  de  Choifeul,  alio  addrelTed  to  us, 
written  at  Vcrfallles  the  nd  ot  March 
1763,  contains,  that  the  King,  being 
very  defirous  to  receive  the  Sleur  D'Eon 
as  a  Knight  of  St.  Louis,  hath  fent  Us  a 
Crofs,  and  the  Order  of  his  Sacred  Ma- 
jefty,  which  we  were  ordered  to  confer  on 
him  j  and  deHrlng  us  to  inform  him  of 
the  day  on  which  he  (hould  take  the  oath 
at  our  hands,  and  deliver  to  him  our  cer* 
tiHcate. 

Which  Letters  of  his  Sacred  Majcfty, 
and  of  the  Duke  de  Choifeul,  were 
brought  us  by  the  laid  Sieur  D'Eon, 
at  his  return  trom  his  million  from  the 
Court  of  London  to  that  of  France, 
and  by  him  prefented  to  us. 

And  we  have  fecn  another  Letter  of  his 
Sacred  Majefty,  written  at  Verfailles  the 
faid  10th  of  March  1763,  ligned  Louis, 
and  a  little  lower  tiie  Duke  de  Choifeul, 
addrelTed  to  the  faid  Sicur  D'Eon,  con¬ 
taining  advice,  that  he  had  given  him  the 
nomination  to  the  faid  Order,  and  com- 
milTioned  us  in  his  name  to  receive  and 
admit  him  to  the  faid  dignity,

And  another  letter  from  the  faid  Duke 
dc  Choifeul,  dated  at  Vrrfailles  the  20th  of 
March  1763,  ulfo  acUrclTcd  to  the  f.iiJ 
Sieur  D'Eon,  contains,  that  ujxin  the 
account  which  had  been  given  to  his 
Majcfty  tliat  he  had  htcn  chufen  to  carry 
trom  the  Court  ot  London  the  Ratilica- 
tions  of  the  DcfinitiNe  Treaty,  his  Sacred 
Majcfty  had  lliewn  himlcll  dlfpofcd  to 
render  I*lm  I'ome  f.ivcui  ;  that  to  this 
purj>ole  his  military  ftrviccs  had  been  rc- 
prelented  to  him,  as  well  as  lliofe  which 
be  lud  done  in  the  jHilitical  part  at  the 
Court  of  RulTia,  no  lei’s  than  that  of 
London  in  our  negociation  ;  and  that  he 
had  given  I’uch  fatisfaedion  in  all  rcfjKits, 
that  he  was  granted  the  rank  of  a  Knight 
of  the  Royal  and  Military  Order  of  St. 
Louis,  although  he  had  not  fer*ved  tkf 
number  of  years  prci'cribed  by  the  laws 
to  he  capable  of  that  favour  j  that  he  with 
pleafure  gave  him  advice  of  it ;  and  that  he 
ought  to  be  alTured  he  no  longer  Icit  him 
ignorant  of  the  proof  which  the  King 
cominiicd  to  give  of  his  zeal  and  ahllitics 
for  the  g<K)d  lirvicc  of  his  Majcfty.

\/|R.  PALEY's  cbfervation®  on  the 
^  ^  fubje6ts  treated  of  are,  in  general, 
jufl,  fenfihie,  and  ingenious.  Some  of 
his  opinions  and  remarks,  however,  in 
my  opinion,  are  liable  to  be  doubted  and 
contrijvcrictl. — I  make  the  following  re¬ 
marks  “  en  pajfastt'' 

V.  I.  p.  i02. — Mr.  Paley  fays, 

Another  right  which  may  be  called 
1  general  right,  as  it  is  incidental  to  every 
man  who  is  in  a  fituation  to  claim  it,  is  the 
right  of  extreme  neceflity  ;  by  which  is 
meant  a  right  to  ufe  or  dellrov  another’s 
property,  wlien  it  is  neceffaiy  for  our  own 
prefervation.  tp  do  fo  j  as  a  right  to  take, 
without  or  a^ijift  the  owner's  leave,  the 
iirfl  food,  clothes,  or  Iheltcr  we  meet  with, 
when  we  are  in  danger  of  periibiug  through 
want  of  them.  Reflitution,  however,  U 
due  when  in  our  power." 

This  alfcitlon  of  Mr.  P.’s>  I  think  ra¬ 
ther  too  Itrong  and  unguarded.  It  is  true, 
neccjfitas  non  bjbet  legem  j"  but  who 
is  to  be  the  judge  of  this  necelfity  ?  Either 
the  neceflitous  jxrribn  is  himlelf  to  be  the 
judge,  or  Ire  is  not.  If  he  is,  then  does 
it  not  follow',  that  an  unpi  incipledman  will 
make  a  plea  of  necelTity  fometimes  where 
there  is  none  ?  e,  g.  n  plea  of  hunger  tor 
thieving  or  robbing  ;  and  probably  when 
that  hunger,  if  real,  wras  the  effc^  of  hi^ 
<awn  idlcncfs,  the  vicious  habit  of  drunk- 


ennefs,  and  the  like,  1  do  not  think  tiuit 
the  law  of  the  land  allows  of  this  plea  of 
“  extreme  necelTity."  Does  not  Mr, 
P.’s  aflertion,  then,  fet  up  “  agencrafor 
inherent  right,"  in  op|)ofitvon  10  a  legai 
right  ?  Mr.  P.  fays,  that  **'  the  right  oP 
extreme  neceflity,  is  a  right  to  ufe  or  de- 
ftroy  another’s  property,  without  or 
agamfl  the  owner’s  leave."  If  fo,  then 
does  it  nut  follow,  that  the  owner  who  de¬ 
fends  his  ow  11  property  againif  the  violent 
attack  of  the  **  extremely  neceflitous,’* 
is  an  enemy  to  the  general  rights  of  man¬ 
kind  ?  But  would  mankind  at  brge,  or 
would  our  law,  view  him  in  that  light  ? 
Would  not  each  juitify  him  in  refilling  an 
attack  on  his  property,  let  the  pcrlbn’t 
plea  who  made  the  attack  be  that  of 
“  extreme  necelfity,"  whether  real  or 
feigned  ?  and  would  he  not  be  exculpated, 
were  he  in  refilling  this  attack  to  wound, 
or  even  to  kill  the  aggrclfor  ?  which  1 
think  could  not  be  the  cale  upon  Mr.  Fa¬ 
iry’s  hypothelis..  Nay,  the  very  leveife 
would  tollow  upon  tlus  do^ine ;  for  if 
the  aggreflbr  **  who  attacks  and  deflroys 
another’s  property,  ’  is  allowed  to  plead 
the  right  of  “  extreme  nrcciTity,"  aj  the 
general,  inherent,  or  unalienable  right  of 
man,  were  he  in  alTerting  this^  ri^t  to 
wound  or  kill  the  proprietor,,  he  could, 
h^  dly  be  pronounced  guilty  of  a  crime.

'I'his  moraiiiy  appears  to  me  to  be  ra¬ 
ther  too  lax,  and  the  example  of  “  a  fer- 
vant’s  denying  his  mailer"  far  from  being 
a  clear  proof  of  the  innocency  of  faU'ehood 
bccaufe  no  one  is  deceived. 

*Iru:h  is  in  its  own  nature  eternal  and 
immutable  ;  and  (lands  oppofed  to  inten¬ 
tional  frdfekoods  as  well  as  /zVr,  whatever 
dillinftlon  may  be  made  between  thefe 
two,  I  think  alfo,  that  this  inftance  of 
Mr.  Paley's  ref]ic6ling  “  a  fervant's  de¬ 
nying  his  matter,"  conti*adl6ls  what  he 
juttly  alTcrts  in  the  preceding  page,  that 

the  obligation  of  veracity  may  be  made 
out  from  the  dire6l  ill  confequences  of 
lying  to  focial  happinels  }"  for  though  In 
the  example  ^iven  there  be  “  no  I’pecific

menon  there,  it  is  well  known  thai  by  the 
law  and  ufage  ot  Scotland,  the  holding  up 
of  the  liand,  and  making  a  direil  appeal 
10  heaven,  is  the  univei  fd  form  of  taking 
oaths  there,  not  by  Jews  mcicly,  but  by 
C'hiittians  of  all  dciiominatious.

Fhey  are  laid  afide^  thcrcjorcy  though  parts 
of  the  Statute  Sy  and  as  fuch  incluJtdvsith- 
in  the  oatby  not  merely  becaule  they  arc 
inconvenient,  but  becaufe  there  is  fufli- 
cient  rcafon  to  believe  that  the  founders 
thcmfclvcs would  havedifpenfed  with  them, 
as  fuhverfive  of  their  own  defigns."

dent  that  a  e^n/'ent  in  opinion  is  deligned. 
Jf  we  in  the  next  place  confider  the  decla¬ 
ration  that  the  Chuich  has  made  in  the 
Canons,  we  (hall  find  that  the  36th  Canon 
is  exprefs  for  the  Clergy,  requiring  them 
to  lubl'cribe  wlimgljf  and  ex  animo^  and 
a^kaonji'fedge  all  and  eyery  Article  to  he 
agreeable  to  the  n,vord  of  God,  Upon 
vbich  Canon  it  is  that  the  fonn  of  the 
Subiu-iption  runs  in  tliefe  woixls,  which 
kem  cxprel'sly  to  declare  a  man's  own 
cqiinion,  and  not  a  bare  conl'ent  to  an  ar- 
tKle  of  peace,  or  an  engagement  to  filence 
md  Iv.bmidion.  The  Statute  of  the  13. 
Elis.  c.  la.  which  gives  the  legal  autho¬ 
rity  to  our  requiring  Subl'criptions  in  or¬ 
der  to  a  man's  being  capable  of  a  benefice, 
requires  that  every  clergyman  (hould  read 
the  Articles  in  the  church,  with  a  declara¬ 
tion  of  his  unfeigned  ajfent  to  them. 
Thcfe  things  make  it  appear  vei*y  plain, 
that  the  Subferiptions  of  the  clergy  muff 
he  coniidered  as  a  declaration  of  their  own 
0|union,  and  not  as  a  bare  obligation  to 
ftieiKC.  In  confcquence  of  the  great  and 
difputes  concerning  the  decrees  of 
God  in  King  James  the  Firft's  reign, 
which  occalioneti  the  Synod  of  Dort,  dl- 
TtOKS  00  both  tides  appealed  to  the  Articles. 
U()on  this  a  royal  declaration  was  let 
forth,  enjoining,  among  other  things,  to 
regard  iiw:  general  meaning  of  the  Arti¬ 
cles  according  30  God's  pvomifes  j  and 
tiut  no  man  tlKic  iftcr  ihould  put  his  own 
dule  or  comment  to  be  the  meaning  of 
the  Aiticlc,  but  jbeuid  take  it  in  the  literal 
suJ  grammatical  fenfe  of  the  Article,

fion,  not  to  one  controverted  propofitlon, 
but  to  many  hundreds.  It  is  difficult  to 
conceive  how  this  could  be  expefted  by 
any  who  obftrved  the  iiicirrnble  diverlity 
of  human  opinion  upon  ail  lubjefts  lliort 
of  dcmonftiation." 

That  the  Lcglilatnie  requires  fuch  a

It  luckily  happens,  that  no  party-fpirit 
has  bialfcd  the  Hldoi  lans  in  their  accounts 
of  our  old  Kings  j  and  it  thcrctore  docs 
not  much  fignify  vrhat  author  is  read. 
You  would  linilc  at  my  love  of  black 
letter,  were  1  to  refer  you  to  Hollinlhed 
or  Stowe ;  men,  1  afl'ure  you,  by  no 
means  dcfpicable,  and  much  fujHrrior  to 
Caxton,  Fabian,  Grafton,  See.  ;  nor  will 
you  chule  to  read  chronicles  in  rhyme  ; 
as  Robert  of  Gloucclter  and  Harding, 
The  mod  elegant  clJ  hillory  we  have  is 
that  by  Samuel  Daniel,  a  Poet  of  no  mean 
rank.  Though  he  wrote  more  than  half 
a  century  before  Milton,  his  Itlle  apjiears 
much  more  mo<iern.  His  conlinuatnr 
Truflcl  is  not  lb  well  fpoken  of.  Daniel 
is  very  concife  in  his  accounts  before  the 
Conqued,  hut  much  fuller  afterwards. 
He  ends  with  Edward  111.  and  Truflll 
with  Richard  HI.  ‘This  book  is  re¬ 
printed  in  Biihop  Kennet's  Collecllons  ; 
but  the  old  editions  arc  the  belt.  'J'hc 
Bilhop  cinjdoYed  Oldmixon,  a  hero  of  the 
Dunciad,  in  the  rc-publication  ;  who,  we 
are  told,  falliHcdit  in  many  places. 

If  we  are  not  content  with  general 
accounts  of  tlic  luhfequent  reigns,  it  may 
not  be  amifs  to  look  at  x\\t\v  particvlar 
writers.  Buck's  Hidory  of  Richard  HI. 
is  remarkable  from  the  pains  he  takes  to 
clear  his  character  agai nd  the  fcanJal 
(as  he  calls  it)  of  other  Hiltorians. 
JLtJrd  Bacon's  doild  Hidory  of  Henry 
the  VHth  comes  next.  You  mud  know 
this  King  was  a  favouiite  with  James 
the  Id  j  and  as  it  was  written  to  recover 
kts  favour,  the  author,  you  may  rujqHjfe, 
has  not  been  imp.uiiai.  Lord  Herbert's 
Henry  the  Vllllh  well  deferves  reading  j 
he  was  a  free-lhiiikcr  ar.d  a  tree -writer  j 
his  information  was  good,  and  the  era 
particularly  intereding.  The  next  work 
of  importance  (not  quite  forgetting  Dr. 
(afterwards  Sir  John)  H ay w;u\l’s  Edward 
the  Vllh)  is  tEuiHle.t*s  EHrabclh,  a 
pcifonnancc  worthy  of  its  nutlior.  The 
fiory  of  Mary  C^uctn  cf  Scots  may  be 
mci'c  particularly  liwrttcd  from  her  coun- 
trymeu  Mclvil,  Buchannt,  w^cc. 

The  Stuarts  have  biougltt  in  a  dood  of 
hidoilcs,  many  high-flying  panegyncs, 
and  many  fcandalous  inve^livcs.  On 
James  the  Id,  Wilibn,  Sanderlbn,  W’d- 
don,  &c.  and  a  late  wriui  ,  one  Harris,  an 
Auabapild  Pailbu. 


For  Charles  the  Id  appears  our  greated 
Hi  dorian  Lord  Clarendon  :  on  the  other 
fide  Ludlow  ;  who,  however,  is  partlcti- 
1.11  ly  fevere  ©n  Cromwell.  I  omit  Whit¬ 
lock,  Rudiwoi  th,  Warwick,  and  a  ihou- 
fand  others. 

After  tlie  Redoration,  Blfliop  Burnet’s 
Hidory  of  his  Owm  I'lmes  will  come  in, 
and  cany  us  to  the  end  of  Queen  Amit's 
teign  ;  a  curious  work,  hut  to  he  read 
with  great  caution,  as  the  Bilhop  had 
drong  prejudices,  Salmon  wrote  an  an- 
fwer  to  it, 

Rapin  feems  the  next  writer  of  much 
confequence.  V’oltaire,  certainly  a  gorxl 
judge  of  hidory,  calls  him  our  heji 
Hillorian  j  but  perhaps  he  was  partial  to 
his  countryman.  It  is,  however,  a  work 
of  much  accuracy,  but  barren  of  reflection, 
and  confequently  heavy  in  the  reading. 
Carte,  who  emphatically  flilcs  himfclf  an 
Enghjhmany  wrote  purpolely  agalnlt  him, 
on  the  Tory  fide  of  the  queltion. 

Tilt*  later  Hiftcrians,  Hume,  Smollet, 
tec.  you  know,  perhaps,  as  well  as  I  do. 
Hume  is  certainly  an  admirable  writer ; 
his  dylc  bold,  and  his  rcfledllons  Ihrcwd 
and  uncommon  ;  but  his  religious  and 
political  notions  have  too  often  vvarjjed  his 
judgement.  (Mrs.  Macaulay  has  iud 
now  publidied  againlt  his  account  oi  the 
Stuarts,  but  I  have  not  yet  had  an  op|>oi  - 
tunity  of  reading  her  book.)  Smollct 
wants  tlie  dignity  of  hidory,  and  takes 
every  thing  upon  trud  ;  but  his  books, 
at  lead  the  former  volumes,  are  fulfi- 
cicnlly  plealing.  I  have  purpofely  omit¬ 
ted  a  multitude  of  writers  j  as  Sj>etd,

Dfar  Sir, 

^  HK  habits  of  Intercourfc  in  which  I 
*  have  llveil  with  your  family,  joined  to 
the  regard  winch  I  entertain  for  yourfelf, 
makes  me  folicitous,  in  compliance  with 
your  rccpiell,  to  give  you ,  fome  Hints 
concerning  the  Study  ot  the  Law. 

Our  profelHon  is  generally  ridiculed  as 
being  dry  and  unintcrelling  j  but  a  niiud 
anxious  for  the  difeovery  of  truth  and  in¬ 
form  ttion  will  l>c  amply  gratitied  for  the 
toil,  in  inveiligating  the  oiigin  and  pro- 
grels  of  a  jurlfprudcnce  which  has  the 
giKjd  of  tlie  |>copIe  for  its  balls,  and  the 
Jiccniuulatcd  wiflom  and  experience  of 
ajjes  for  its  improvement.  Nor  is  the 
ftuJy  itfclf  fo  intricate  as  has  been  imagin¬ 
ed  j  moie  efpeci  illy  fince  the  labours  -  of 
fome  modern  writers  have  given  it  a  more 
regular  and  I’cientiHc  form.  Without  in- 
dulhyf  however,  it  is  impoinble  to  arrive 
at  any  eminence  in  prai^lice^  and  the 
man  who  (hall  be  bold  enough  to  attempt 
excellence  by  abilities  alone,  will  loon 
find  himlVlf  foileil  by  many  who  have  in- 
lerior  underltandings,  but  better  attain¬ 
ments.  On  the  other  hand,  the  molt 

1>»inful  plodder  can  never  arrive  at  cele- 
)rity  by  mere  reading  ;  a  man  calculated 
for  fuccefs,  mult  adil  to  native  genius  an 
inltln£tlve  faculty  in  the  dilcovery  and  re¬ 
tention  of  that  knowledge  only,  which 
tan  be  at  once  uleful  and  productive. 

I  imagine  that  a  conlidei  ahU  degree  of 
learning  is  ablbluiely  necclfary.  The 
elder  authors  frequently  wiotc  in  Latin, 
and  the  foreign  jurilts  continue  the  prac¬ 
tice  to  this  day.  Bclides  this,  clallical 
attainments  contribute  much  to  the  re¬ 
finement  of  the  iinderltanding,  and  the 
cinbelliihment  of  the  ftylc.  The  utility 
of  grammar,  rhetoric,  and, logic,  are 
known  and  felt  by  every  one.  Geometry 
will  afford  the  moll  ap|X)lite  examples  of 
dole  and  pointed  realoningj  and  geo¬ 
graphy  is  lo  very  neceffary  in  common 
life,  that  there  is  lei's  credit  in  knowing, 
than  diflionourin  being  unac<iualnteel  with 
it.  But  it  is  hiltory,  and  more  particularly 
tlut  of  his  own  country,  which  will 
occupy  the  attenlion  and  attraCl  the  re¬ 
gard  of  the  great  lawyer.  A  minute 
knowledge  of  the  ^x>!itical  revolutions  and 
judicial  deci  lions  of  our  predeceflfors, 
whether  in  the  more  ancient  or  modern 
acras  of  our  government,  is  equally  ufe- 
ful  and  interefling.

who  was  fo  inclined  coii.inenied  iipc  n  and 
explained  the  I'acied  writings  according  to 
his  own  particular  notions  ;  and  fiom 
amortg  the  Kefe»nrers  aioil  a  vaiiety  of 
fe6is,  at  intolerant  towauis  tacli  other, 
at  the  church  of  Rome  was  towanis  thole 
who  had  emancipatcil  themfelvcs  fron'  iis 
authority.  I'hc  laity,  w’ho  hitherto  had 
been  kept  in  profoiiml  ignoianci,  el’pe- 
cially  on  religious  l'ui>jei>s,  eagerly  read 
the  books  of  controveiiy,  and  telt  their 
aanity  conliderabiy  fiattered,  in  being  at 
liberty  to  difcul's  and  give  their  opinions 
on  llib^iU  which  but  lately  it  would  havi 
been  criminal  for  them  to  have  enquired 
into.  They  hecanic  accudonied  to  itudy 
and  invctligation.  The  lihcriy  that  was 
given  to  the  prefs  in  the  countries  where 
the  Pi oicltant  religion  prevailed,  and  cfpe- 
cially  in  thofe  which  enjoyed  a  free  go- 
Ycmmcnt,  enabled  men  of  genius  to  exa¬ 
mine  things  with  freedom,  and  to  exprefs 
ihemfeivts  without  leftiaint.  Philofophy 
and  theiciences,  even  in  the  middof  civil 
and  religious  revolutions,  were  making 
ccnfuleraWe  progrefs  j  and  thefe,  and  the 
improvements  in  navigation,  which  letl  to 
thcdiicoveiy  of  other  ccuntrics  anu  other 
people,  tended  to  expand  tlic  mind,  and 
make  men  more  liberal  in  their  notions. 
The  incrcafe  of  circulating  wealth,  pro- 
duceil  by  the  extendon  of  commerce,  and 
the  gold  and  fdver  that  were  poured  into 
Europe  from  Amciica,  the  cafy  commu¬ 
nication  that  was  ellabliflied  between  dif- 
fcient  countries,  and  the  facility  of  ex¬ 
changing  their  rcl'peclive  prcnlu^lions, 
produced  new  and  varied  wants  and  plra- 
i'ufcs.  The  (ludious,  the  indullrious,  and 
the  diflipated  part  of  mankind,  found 
each  fufiuient  occupation.  'I'hc  iwcets  ol 
fcclal  life  became  more  nunu  rous  and  re¬ 
fined  j  public  traiKpiillity  was  neceirary 
to  the  enjoyinei.i  of  them  ;  and  men  grew 
averfe  to  beret  civil  broils,  and  .nditlciciit 
abcut  religious  conuds. 

But  as  men  mdoriunatcly  often  proceed 
from  one  extreme  to  the  otlicr  ;  a?  for¬ 
merly  it  was  the  faihion  to  fxek  lai.^c  by 


wild  and  extravagant  of  devotion, 
io  of  late  years  iLir.c  have  imagined  tiuii 
they  evince  a  fiipeiioriiy  of  genius,  l.y 
atfeftingto  have  no  religion.  But  witheut 
tntering  intothc  aiguments  eltiier  of  irep- 
tics  or  divines,  it  wiii  always  aHoid  ccin- 
fort  lo  thchumhle  belicvei,  to  riHtC),ih:it 
the  mod  ptofonnd  m» taphyiicians,  the 
bett  philol'ophtrs  ot  this  or  any  agc,arid  ih«  Ic 
who  have  made  tlie  greateit  progiels  in  the 
Icicnces,  were  not  only  cxemplaiy  in  their 
mcial  charaflei  N,  hut  that  their  writings 
tend,  while  they  enlighten  the  mind,  to 
incrcafe  our  veneration  for  the  Supreme 
Being.  The  further  they  procctiled  in 
their  diicovtries,  the  more  they  adoreii  the 
Creator  ol  the  univei  le,  and  perceived  the 
inliiHicIency  of  liuir.au  wifdum  to  find 
out  or  explain  his  ways. 

In  Ibmc  more  motlern  wrters  we  find 
the  power  ot  fancy,  and  the  force  of  ildi- 
cidc,  tmploytil  to  deprive  mankind  ot  its 
greateit  conldlaticn,  and  I'cciety  of  its 
bed  fnpport  j  nor  can  we  j)erce!ve  any 
motive  for  Inch  an  tudeavoui ,  but  licen¬ 
tious  vanity  feeking  after  a  criminal  dif- 
tinddion.  It  is  laid  to  have  been  an  ob- 
Icrvation  of  Mr.  Addifon,  that  he  never 
knew  a  proicflcd  fiee-tainker,hut  who  up¬ 
on  enquiry  was  found  to  have  Ibme  hing 
vicious  in  his  moral  char-iter  ;  and  that 
the  attempt  to  didurb  otliers  with  his 
doubts  Ol  notions,  was  in  itldf  a  proof  of 
a  jK'i  veiled  dirjKifitlon. 

Had  we  the  lame  data  to  go  ujx)n  in 
examining  the  hiltory  of  the  Hindoo  re¬ 
ligion,  we  might  probably  follow  the 
pure  worlhlp  of  an  almighty,  iuit  and 
mcicltul  God,  through  all  its  Itages  of 
coiiiiptioa  to  its  preLnt  complicated  date, 
by  luarly  thefamo*  fteps  In  wuicli  we  have 
feen  the  plain  and  mild  fyftetn  ot  Chrlf- 
tianity  lo  widely  deviate  from  its  ciigi- 
nal  purity.  The  following  Sketches  may 
j>eihaps  enable  the  reader  to  form  I'on.c 
judgment  upon  this  liibject  j  and  what¬ 
ever  rcafon  w'e  may  have  to  conlidcr  the 
religion  we  prcfel's  as  a  (>eculiar  revelation 
of  C'oJ,  we  ought  to  look  iqjon  the  fin- 
ceic  believers  of  another,  with  lels  feve- 
riiy  than  men  in  general  have  ilone.  I'a 
hate  or  defpife  any  people,  becaui’c  they  do 
not  profefs  th^  lame  faith  with  ourfelves  ; 
to  judge  them  illiberally,  and  arrogantly 
to  condemn  them,  is,  ^xahaps,  in  tael, 
to  arraign  th**  wifdom  and  goodntfs  ot  the 
•  Almighty.

**  ri>HAT  eminence  in  goodnefs  and 
"*•  humanity  fhould  attraft  malevo¬ 
lence  may  appear  I’urpriling,”  lays  tlic 
ingenunis  Mr*  Relr  *,  in  tiic  life  of  his 
friend  Mi\  Day,  juif  puhlilhcd  ;  “  never- 
thclcl's,  of  this  degree  of  malignity  proofs 
are  unfortunately  not  rare  ;  nor  need  we  go 
back  to  the  days  of  Socrates  lor  an  exam- 
pie;  that  illultrious  martyr  to  humanity,  the 
jate  Mr.  Howard,  to  whofc  compallionate 
eai  s  alinoll  folcly  the  complaints  of  dillrels 
could  pervade  the  thick  walls  of  prilbns, 
has  nor  efcaped  calumny.  It  has  been 
lately  alferted  in  feveral  newfpapcrs,  that 
this  man,  who  devoted  himlUf  to  the 
facrihee  of  mercy,  was  ernd  to  his  fon. 
This  accufation  has  indeed  been  proved 
to  l)c  faife.”  A  very  ingenious  phylician 
who  was  at  Edinburgh  with  young  Mr. 
Howard  has  always  peril  lied  to  lay, 
that  he  always  adured  him  that  he  was 
wonderfully  pleaicd  with  his  father's 
&'<anncr  of  fpending  his  time  and  his 
money  in  his  very  Immane  projcids  ;  and 
that  liiould  he  have  occallon  for  moie  of 
the  latter  than  his  income  would  afford 
him,  he  would  very  willingly  fubmit  to 
pal's  a  line  of  the  family  eifate  to  enable 
him  to  procure  it.  “  My  father,"  added 
he,  “  I  am  lure,  makes  a  nobler  ufeofthe 
money  than  I  ihouid  perhaps  be  able  to 
do."

•  <<  WHEN  Sir  William  Blackdonepif- 
vailed  u}>on  me  to  aCl  as  a  fupervifor  of 
the  buildings  intended  for  the  confinement 
ol  certain  criminals,  I  was  perfuaded  to 
tlunk,  that  my  obfervations  upon  liinilar 
inllitutions  in  foreign  countries  would  iu 
fome  degree  qualify  me  to  aiiilf  in  the 
execution  of  the  ftatutc  of  the  nineteenth 
year  of  his  prefent  Majelfy.  With  this 
hope,  and  the  profpeif  of  being  alTociated 
w’iih  my  late  worthy  friend  Dr.  Fother- 
giil,  whole  wilhcs  aiid  ideas  upon  the  lub- 
jeCt  I  knew*  correfponded  entirely  with 
my  own,  Tcheerfully  accepted  his  Ma- 
jelfy’s  appointment,  and  have  fincc  car- 
iieltly  eniilcavoui*ed  to  anfwer  the  purpofe 
of  it  j  but  at  the  end  of  two  years  1  h:tv« 
the  mortification  to  fee,  that  not  even  a 
preliminary  has  been  fettled.  The  ftua^ 
tion  of  the  intended  buildings  has  bceu 
made  a  matter  of  obftinate  contention, 
and  is  at  this  moment  undecided.

Efq.  fliews  not  only  Mr.  Howard's  ex- 
tieme  courage  and  prefence  ot  mind,  but 
that  complete  diffike  of  forced  honours, 
which  has  tot*  often  not  fufficiently  pol- 
fcff'ed  the  minds  of  all  perlons  ot  great 
and  of  glorious  exertions  :

“  Sir, 

“  I  AM  peiTunded  a  Letter  from  your 
wandering  friend  will  not  be  unacceptable. 

I  propoled  to  come  by  land  from  Con- 
llantinople  to  V'*icnna,  being  an  ealy 
journey  of  five  or  fix  and  twenty  days  j 
but  as  1  thought  1  Uii^ht  gain  foine  ufciul 
information  if  I  pertormed  quarantine^ 
1  went  to  Salonica,  Scio,  and  again  to 
Smyrna.  As  1  preferred  a  joul  bill  of 
he:.lth,  1  was  two  months  lofTed  about  by 
equinoctial  and  contr  ary  winds  j  fo  that 
I  have  been  here  but  ten  days  j  have  dill 
thirty-two  of  confinement  j  and  have  a 
very  cold  and  otfenfivc  lodging.  I  fliall 
try  lime  flaked  in  boiling  water  to  wafli 
nty  ditty  walls,  as  water  alone  has  hr.d  no 
efll'Cl.  I  am  pretty  well  ;  my  ufual  calm 
Heady  ipirits  not  forfaking  me.  I  well 
remen  b«r,  one  evening  my  cabin,  blicuits, 
^c.  rioated  with  water  :  as  I  thought  it 
would  l>€  a  iong  work  to  fcoop  it  out,  I 
went  to  bed,  and  had  a  good  night }  and 
our  faiiors  told  me  ot  it  attei wards. 
During  an  engagement  with  a  Tunis 
privateer,  but  one  of  out  two  large  cannon 
was  fidly  ch?.rgcdwith  fplkcsandold  iron. 

the  contents  came  arnongll  the  poor 
wretches  on  deck  ;  on  which  they  imme¬ 
diately  l.oilied  fail,  and,  to  our  great  joy, 
went  off.  I  thought  what  a  jxKU'piize 
they  would  have  had  of  me.  I  think  I 
mult  have  begged  the  Dcy  to  have  let  nie 
laid  out  one  ot  his  beraglio  gardens  in  the 
Engllfli  taffe. 

“  With  real  concern,  and  Indeed  far 
more  diftrefiing  to  my  fpirits  than  what  I 
have  related,  is  what  I  fee  in  the  Engiilh 
nev.  rpajxTs,  and  of  which  my  letters  in¬ 
form  me.  My  pcrtonnaaces  aie  truly 


over-rated  j  and  even  in  our  heft  excrtlotfi 
w’hata  mifcrable  alloy  there  is  of  telly  and 
ot  fin.  1  blels  Go<l  1  know  myluf  too 
well  to  be  pleal'ed  with  fuch  praile.  Ma¬ 
ny  things  plead  for  me  againlt  luch  a 
mcafute — a  private  man,  a  Dlireutcr, 
pceuliaiifies  in  diet,  education,  &;c.  &;c.  ‘ 

1  have  ever  avoided  parade  and  fliow. 
Wlien  I  have  been  defired  to  fit  fer  my 
picture,  I  have  not  hefitated  anunnent  in 
Ihcwing  my  averfum  to  it.  My  prrjate 
burial  and  my  tomb  I  had  fixed  j  anj 
that  my  executor  might  know  that  my 
mind  was  fixed  and  unnittred,  the  hit 
thing  I  (aid  to  him,  an  old  fci  vaiu  that  I

TlENRV  MASERS  DE  LAFUDE 
was  Vnirn  in  1725,  at  M-miagnac,  in 
L^ngucdcc.  He  came  up  iw  f’ails  in 
1749  for  the  purpofeef  lludyii.g  mathema¬ 
tics.  NlidaiiK  de  Pompadour  was  at  that 
period  the  favourite  ot  Louis  W’,  Tiie 
young  man,  being  without  triends,  thought 
ot  the  ralliell  and  moft  unfertunate  llrata- 
gem  which  human  natuie  couUl  ever  have 
fuggelteil,  that  of  endeavouilng  to  make 
^ladamc  de  Pompadour  his  putronefs  by 
lending  her  a  box  of  powiier,  ot  no 
hiinful  cffeKt  ;  the  which,  going  to  Ver- 
laiiles,  he  intorms  her  he  had  leen  put  in 
the  peft  by  Ibme  gentlemen,  and  he  cau¬ 
tions  her  to  l)c  on  her  guard.  Fhc 
NIarchiouefs  foon  penetrated  his  feheme, 
complained,  and  had  him  put  into  the 
Baitiie  the  ill  of  May  17+9.  Fhc  Sep-

The  late  DuchcTs  oi  Kir.gdon  took 
particular  notice  ot  him  \  Ihe  allowed  Tvla- 
damc  le  Gros  1000  liyres  per  annuin^  and 
took  Latude  into  ha*  houlc  ;  Ihe  has  left 
them  both  legacits  in  he»’ will.  Although 
her  atfairs  arc  in  fuch  a  lituation  as  to  ile- 
prive  the  executors  from  payhig  the  lega¬ 
cies,  yettlie  deed  ts  not  lets  pruifewortliy.

Anecdotes  of  the  Author. 
CAPTAJN  ROBERT  BKATSON 
was  born  in  tlie  year  1742,  at  Dyliirt,  in 
the  county  ot’ Fite,  in  Scotland,  wliere  his 
father  inheiited  a  fmall  cllate  entitling  him 
to  a  freehoid  qnaliheation  in  that  county, 
and  was  particularly  patronilcJ  by  the 
family  of  St.  Clair.  In  the  year  1756 
Captain  Bcatlbn  entered  firit  into  the 
army  as  an  Enlign  in  the  royal  regiment 
which  Oencral  St.  Clair  then  commanded, 
wlieie  he  remained  but  a  fliort  time,  belnr 
transtcrrcvl,  with  the  .additional  companies, 
in  the  autumn  of  tlte  lame  year,  to  the 
Itcond  baitaljun  of  th.c  third  regiment  of 
foot,  then  riiifmg  in  Staffoidlhire  ;  and 
next  year  he  went  wit  It  this  regiment  to 
the  coait  of  France.  In  1758  he  was 
made  a  Lieutenant  in  the  fixty-firll  regi- 
Tuent,  and  ferwd  with  it  at  the  attack  on 
Martinico  aiul  the  taking  of  Guadaloupe. 

In  the  different  feenes  of  fervicc  he  had 
an  opportunity  of  ptrfonally  making  lume 
cl  the  remaiks  which  he  has  communi¬ 
cated  in  his  Naval  and  IvUllLary  Me¬ 
moirs." 

In  the  year  17^4  he  jnircliafcd  the 
Captain-I.’vuicr.ancy  of  the  lameregiir.cnt ; 
and  wliiilt  iic  continued  w.l’n  it  experienced 
much  atU-ntion  and  friendnilp  from  the 
lateMajoi -(jcnei  ai  ILii  low,  'vliuwas  then 
the  Lieutcirani-Coi* iiei.  But  beiiio  dli- 
qualijicd  to  purciKilh  a  liigher  rank  in  tltc 
army,  and  difcoi.ragcil  I'V  the  inactivity  ot 
peace  Ihuiting  up  c\ery  avenue  to  pr.ano- 
tion,  he  hlt<.nvd  to  the  cnUrcat^cs  or  lus 
aged  parents,  wlio  wiihed  tor  his  locieiy 
and  fnpport  to  coir.foit  them  in  ilie  dteiine 
ot  life,  and  retued  on  Licuteirun's  halt- 
pay  about  the  year  1766.  The  time 
which  lie  could  f'pare  from  attention  to  his

parents  was  now  dedicated  to  reading, 
anil  to  the  habit  of  committing  to  pa|)er 
fuch  remarks  as  occurred  to  himklf  m  the 
perufal  of  books,  for  the  aid  of  his  memory 
or  tlic  enlargement  of  his  knowledge  | 
and  the  near  neighbourhood  of  Dr.  Adam 
Sr.iith,  Author  of  the  “  ElTuy  on  (h« 
Wealth  of  Nations,"  whole  friendlhip  he 
experienced,  proved  at  once  a  motive  aiul  a 
means  for  the  prol’ecution  of  thefe  pur- 
fuits.  For  fcveral  years  he  heneliled 
equally  from  thcufcofhis  library  and  ilic 
opportunity  of  his  converfation  ;  and 
whc*n  his  remarks  and  obfervations  for  the 
pin  pofe  of  Icdf- Improvement  had  inlcnfibly 
inciealed  fo  much  as  to  fuggcll  lo  Mr. 
Bcatlon  the  means  ot  arranging  them  for 
the  utility  of  the  Public,  it  was  this 
leaineil  friend  who  ciiCviura^cd  him  to  the 
undei taking,  and  adviied  tome  additions, 
to  make  the  work  more  complete  j  the 
fiill  edition  of  which  he  publillicd  in 
i78f>,  under  the  name  of  “  A  Political 
Index  to  the  Miilorics  ot  Great  Britain 
and  Ii  eland  ;"  and  which  he  dedicated  as  a 
tribute  of  gialitiule  to  Mr.  Smith. 

At  the  nieaklng  out  ot  the  late  war  in 
America  Mr.  Beatfon  ufed  all  his  inteicll 
to  be  employed  in  a  filuallon  fuitable  to 
his  former  lerviccs,  but  without  etfecl. 
In  the  year  1785  his  tatlier  died;  liioii 
after  which  he  married  Mil's  P.itton, 
daughter. to  Mr.  P.Ulon,  C.  hettoi  ot  the 
C'utoms  at  Kii  kaldy,  and  iilhr  to  Captains 
Philip  and  Chaiics  P.Uion  of  the  Navy, 
and  Captain  Roherl  Patton  of  the  Eall 
India  CompaiH’s  le:  vice. 

Soon  afiu-  tills  he  found  it  convenient 
to  mi  his  ck  itv.-,  on  account  of  incum- 
hranccs  tii  on  it ;  and  now  lives  on  the 
reve:livyn  of  it  and  his  Ir.lf-pay,  dedicating 
iil<;  lime  to  iahcuis  which  he  wilhes  to  be 
uleful  to  his  country,  and  lio  doub  in  the 
hopes  that  they  may  at  the  f.imc  time 
pioduce  that  aid  winch  his  liiniied  income 
renders  ncccffary.

arc ;  and  that  you  dundJ  live  to  hav»*  ail 
your  friends  torfikc  you  ;  and  w’ithout 
,  your  great  reptniancc,  which  die  lookelh 
not  foi  btcauic  your  life  hatii  been  lb  bad, 
you  will  be  damned  perjK-tuaily  in  liell 
f.rt,*  With  manyctlur  opprobrious  and

Of  the  many  curious  papers  which  thefp

attention  than  thole  we  produce. 

In  a  letter  from  Thomas  Allen  to  the 
Earl  of  Shrewlbury,  1 516,  wc  hnd  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  fpecimen  of  the  execution  of 
what  may  be  called  a  general  warrant  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  This  ait  of 
jK)wer  will  furiiirh  fome  I’jKCulation  on 
comparing  former  times  with  the  prden;.

^  the  Committee  of  Precedents,  which  he 
moved  tn  have  printed,  and  to  he  taken  into 
confideration  the  hrd  day  after  the  Ealtcr 
recefs.  Ordered, 

Wednesday,  April  20. 

Several  Bills  weie  read  a  third  time,  and 
palTcd ;  after  which  the  Houfe  adjourned 
to  the  xd  of  M'^y. 

Monday,  May  1. 

Their  Lordlhips  met  purfuant  to  adjourn¬ 
ment,  but,  no  bufiuels  being  before  them, 
^  adjourned. 

Wf.dnesday,  May  4. 

On  the  fectxid  reading  of  Cecil’s  Divorce 
.Bill, 

The  Lord  Chancellor  left  the  w’ludfRck, 
and  dated  his  opinion  .it  confidcraMc  length. 
He  went  at  fiid  into  an  hidnrical  delcrip. 
.Cion  of  the  laws  rtfpedling  divot ces|  then 


entered  panicularJy  into  the  nature  of  the 
prefent  cafe,  and  contmientcd,  with  his  ufu-l 
prccifion  and  ability,  upon  the  evidence  tb^c 
had  been  given.  Not  relying,  however, 
upon  h‘8  own  judgment  entirely,  he  had  been 
at  pains  to  confult  thofe  who,  from  rlieir 
fuperior  knowledge  of  the  Civil  Law,  were 
btfl  able  to  determine  on  the  quetlion  before 
their  Lordfhips ;  and  ilieir  opinions,  as  far 
as  he  could  collet,  went  in  favour  of  the 
Bill}  which  would  rejnlate  his  mind,  and 
therefore  incline  him  to  think  the  fame  way, 
ahhongh  he  liad  before  beer  nicer  abb*  it  die 
evidence  than  he  (hould  have  been,  had  bit 
opinion  then  been  what  it  is  now.

ihe  refpedt  due  to  feveral  charadUrt  in  that 
Houfe  but  flill  he  was  afraid  of  its  preju¬ 
dicing  iha  minds  of  fume.*— Tlie  quelliou 
was  not  apolitical  one|  it  was  judicial,  but 
of  fo  plain,  fo  fundsmental  a  n-Kure,  as  to 
be  eifiiy  both  comiirehended  ai  d  felt.

If  it  meiely  regarded  the  face 
of  an  India  6<ivcmor,  be  the  event  as'  it 
would,  he  would  not  be  fo  anxious  to  eicire 
their  Lordihips'  attention  |  but  tt  was  of 
f..r  greater  ampottance.  The  quenion  was 
out  fo  mucl|b  whether  a  Governor  from 
India  was  guilty  or  mic,  nor  wliether  an 
impearhment  a^aced  on  a  itiiroluhon  i  as  whe¬ 
ther  tliac  HtMife  wof  to  jiulge  iu  future  ac- 
coidiug  to  known  law,  or  upon  principles  of 


general  leafons,  .nnalogy,  and  the  conveni. 
cnce  of  the  times.— 1  lie  two  great  rights  uf 
£ng'.i(bn«en  were,  ift,  The  T»i.il  by  Jury, 
and  not.  To  be  judged  by  know'n  bws.  If 
the  <|oef>ion  ever  w  is  lo  come.  Which  was 
beff  parted  wi  h  ?  he  haJ  often  (oorulcred, 
lh.ll  it  wiiuhl  be  belter  to  give  up  even  the 
right  of  Juiy,  than  to  fofftr  Jndgrs  to  pm- 
niulgute  laws  fuch  as  general  rc.ifon,  analogy, 
and  the  convenience  of  the  times,  might  fog. 
gefl  to  them.  'Tire  qucHion  was  not  con- 
fioed  to  an  E:«fh  India  Governor,  but  in 
fac>  wo  It  to  ihe  r  Lordihips  themblves  j 
an  I  not  only  tlicm,  but  all  the  people  of  . 
England.  *  It  was  a  fingular  citcumihnce 
in  this  fiet  confi irut inn,  that  th'-y  alone  were 
w’-thtHil  the  great  pr*vilege  of  a  Trial  by 
Jury.  It  was  true,  thtv  once  hud  one  ;  hut 
fuch  a  one  as  it  was  a  hlcfiing  to  be  relieved 
from;  but,  (landing  as  they  dr,  it  hr  came 
ot  double  and  treble  importance  to  them  to 
bi*ld  fart  by  the  fecond  right.  It  equ  llv 
concerned  all  the  people  of  Koghind,  w  ho 
were  all  liable,  according  to  the  claims  and 
pra^lice  of  P.irliament.  lo  he  occafionally  de¬ 
prived  of  tite  Trial  by  Jury,  by  being  in.u'e 
the  fubjedi  of  an  impeachment.  —  He  was 
perfuadeU  l>e  need  fay  no  inore  to  excite  (he 
attention  of  Lords  prefent  to  the  quertion  ; 
and  he  hoped  every  Lord,  prefmt  or  ubfenr, 

•  would  out  only  attend,  hul  give  the  quertion 
that  llmrOiigh  weight  and  coiiruieratioa 
which  irs  plainnefs  and  importance  required. 

Hii  Lurdihip  moved,  “  Thai  the  X.ords 
be  fummuned.*'  Ordered.

Russian  War. 

Earl  Fittwiliiam  called  their  Lordfb'pi* 
attention  to  the  fubjc^l  of  our  armameot 
againrt  Ruflia.  His  Lordrtiip  entered  into 
the  value  of  our  trade  with  Ruflla,  and,  from 
calculations  accurately  made,  demonrtri^teH 
tha  impolicy  of  our  entering  into  any  difputs 
with  that  Power  |  and,  with  a  view  of  con¬ 
veying  tins  feufe  be'enterttired  of  it,  he 
moved,  “  Thar  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prc- 
.  fenced  to  his  Majcrty,  praying  that  he  might 


peorrd  to  the  Cnmmiirt^  likely  toth  ow  any  light  upon  the  matter  referred  to  them. 

The  finutli  contains  fuch  partkuiai  s  of  the  foiiiis  of  bail  as  appear  on  the  journals  of 
P.irliaAWot,

be  f^racloufly  picafed  to  take  into  hit  moft 
(erioui  crnfi derail ion^  the  material  injury 
which  the  Trade  and  ManofaAuret  of  this 
country  muft  fuftain  in  confequence  of  our 
difpute  with  ftufTia ;  and  to  hefeech  hit  Ma* 
jelly  not  to  hazard  the  confcqucncet  of  a 
\V4r  with  that  Power  on  account  of  the  pof- 
fclTion  of  the  fortrefi  of  Oczakow,  and  the 
umultivated  tra^  of  ground  adjoining 
tlie-cto.'*. 

Lord  Grenville  obfervtd,  that  tlie  fubjcA 
had  been  aheady  difculTcd  hy  their  Lord, 
fhipa  in  fome  degree  }  they  had  certainly 
given  their  fentimenti  on  it  in  a  great  degree, 
and  he  trui\cd  that  nothing  had  occuired 
(ince  to  change fuch  femiinenta.  HU  Lord, 
/hip  then  enteied  on  the  tuhjedt  in  a  general 
point  of  view,  and  admitted  the  truth  of  the 
Aatcment  uf  our  trade  with  RulTia;  hut 
contended,  that  although  th«t  trade  was  im¬ 
portant  to  us,  it  was  Mill  more  fo  to  the 
Court  of  RuITu ;  and  that  although  com. 
merce  was  in  iiftlf*  valuable  to  this  country 
with  thu  Power,  yet  that  the  principles  of 
honour  and  of  policy,  which  invigorated  that 
c^mm^cc,  and  kept  it  alive,  were  Mill  more 
valuahle.  It  was  alfo  upon  that  principle, 
he  raid,  that  this  armed  negociarii>n  liad 
been  adopted,  and  Ite  truMed  hid  been 
adopted  wWvly.  He  allowed,  that  if  ir  fhould 
hereafter  ap|)ear  that  MiniAers  had  not  pa'd 
a  due  regard  to  the  commerce  of  this  coun. 
try,  and  particularly  with  regard  to  Rulfi  i, 
they  were  refponfible  to  llat ir  counti  y.  H av. 
ing  taken  notice  of  f.veral  points  vhai  applied 
to  this  fobjecl,  he  concluded  with  d:ir,nting 
from  the  propoAd  Addrefs,  truAmg  that 
the  fpirit  of  it  had  been  already  anfwcrcd  by 
the  Addrefs  of  that  Houfe  in  anfwtr  to  the 
me/Tage  fen t  from  his  MajcAy. 

Lord  Rawdon  fupported  the  motion  of  rise 
Koble  Eail,  and  maintained  that  there  was 
no  ground  made  out  on  which  MmiAcrs 
could  polfibiy  proceed  In  a  war  w!ih  Ru/Tu 
for  the  forlrcfs  of  Oegakow;  tivtt  hcline  tite 
people  of  tins  country  were  to  be  involved 
in  war,  fome  ground  ought  to  be  m  *rlc  oyl 
fitr  enterirg  into  it.  He  had  nevt^;  heard 
any  thing  I  ke  a  rcafon  for  this  armgmcnt  j 
the  ^MiniAers  had  refuftd  a'l  kind  of  infor¬ 
mation  to  Parliament,  but  bad  given  fome 
fort  of  information '  to  certain  merchants 
trading  to  RuAia.  This  inforniation  Aatrd, 
that  Aiips  would  he  fafe  in  that  trade  until 
the  latter  end  of  June,  or  the  middle  of 
July.  This  was  the  moA  extraordinary 
menage  he  had  ever  heard  of.  It  had  no 
fource  for  its  foundation*  It  meant  to  con¬ 
vey,  that  on  our  part  there  will  be  no  a*  tack 
on  the  RuAian  power  before  that  period  | 
but  if,  during  our  armed  negociation,  the 
£q;i|>rcfi  A'«ould  be  pkafed  to  commence  ftof* 


tilitiet,  what  fccurlty  was  tKis  information 
to  aflfjrd  to  ihofe  who  tr.rdcd  to  RuAia  ?— 
The  folly  of  the  thing  was  too  apparent  to 
merit  Comment  or  ferious  confidei atiooi  ex¬ 
cept  as  to  tho  mtrchi<*f  which  it  might  pro¬ 
duce.  Our  condu^  on  this  nccafion  would, 
unlefs  we  had  fome  cxrr8ordin.iry  good  for^ 
tune,  make  all  the  Powers  of  Europe  regard 
U!  as  a  hufy,  rrAlefs,  turbulent  people,  un¬ 
willing  to  remain  in  happinefs  ourfdvcsi  or 
to  fufTer  ethers  to  enjoy  it.  We  rcfembled 
the  charaflercf  Louis  iheXlVth  of  France, 
who,  hy  endeavouring  to  diiflate  to  all  his 
neif;libours,  had  in  hiaown  time  very  nearly 
dtAroyed  ihc  M<^archy  of  France. 

On  former  difeuAions  of  this  fubjedl  the 
Public  were  told,  that  tx^tdiimey  was  the 
principle  cn  which  this  armament  was  pro- 
pofed.  On  this  pomt  he  had  thought  much, 
and  had  converfed  with  others }  and  he  was. 
prepared  o  fay,  that  he  never  met  with  one 
man  out  o*  that  ^  Houfe  who  approved  of 
that  expediency,  or  who  could  point  out  one 
good  that  could  poAibly  arife  from  it*.  He 
mult  con4:mn  fuch  a  meafure,  as  being  to¬ 
tally  without  excuftt.  Had  the  Minillera 
come  forv^aid  indeed,  and  faid  it  was  not 
the  rv/>e//ri*rjf  of  the  meafure  which  uiged 
them,  hut  that  we  were  hound  by  treaty  to 
fgpport  PruAia  in- this  refpe^l,  he  Aiould 
hdvc  nothing  tu  fay  againA  the  meafure }  he 
fhould  indeid  have  blamed  the  improvidence  , 
of  entering  into  fuch  a  treaty,  hut  muA 
ajlow  that,  in  honour  and  go^  faith,  wt 
wfre  hound  to  make  it*  good  {  hut  here  no 
fqch  excufe  was  offered,  the  whole  was  a 
qucAion  of  expediency. 

His  Lordlhip  then  mgde  feveral  local  bh- 
feivations  with  regard  to  Oc2akow«  and 
proved,  that  the  pcflcAion  of  iImi  fbrtrcfs  by 
RulAa  was  not,*  nor  could  be,  injurious  to 
theintereft  either  of  this  country,  of  PrufTta, 
or  of  tlie  Empire  of  the  .Turks  in  Europe,  . 
and  that  pur  armamept  was  fiom  a  principle 
of  diAatofial  haughtlncfs,  that  would,  if, 
not  checked,  he  the  luin  of  this  country 
gnd  that  before  any  public  pho'of  thit>' 
mcafpre  fhould  be  countenanced,  or.  the 
IcaA  fupfH'ct  be  given  to  it,  fpme  reafan  , 
Aiould  1^  given,  whereby  we  cculd  judge  ofr* 
its  probable  effedl.  .At  prcfhnt  It  appeared 
to  he  an  aA  of  hoAile  dcfpciaiion. 

I^rd  Mulgrave  declared  himfelf.Co  be  of 
an  opinion  quite  contrary  to  the  Noble  . 
Lord  who  fpoka  laA,  He  maintained,  that 
the  prefent  arinamenc  was  neceffary  and  ex* 
pedienc  to  Aipport  the  halance  of  power  in 
Europe.  Hk  Lordfhlp  complimented  the 
fpirit  of  the  Nayy  of  this  country,  and  ob- 
ffrved,  that,  whenever  they  fhot^  be  com* 
m<Mided.in  the  fervice  of  their  country,  he 
hopetl  th^  woiiid  have  (kill  enough  to  find 
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tl>«  p!*c€  to  wh'xh  they  werooriU red  to  pro. 
c?«d,  and  courage  to  t'o  their  duty  when 
they  tr^ived  there.  He  w;is  decidedly 
againft  the  Addrefs. 

Lord  Stormont  mr.de  a  very  able  fprcch  in 
fav'our  of  the  motion  f«)r  tire  Addrefs.  He 
divided  hit  fpeech  into  three  ptnnts  One 
was,  our  view  in  the  war  ;  the  fecond  w.«s, 
the  profpert  wc  ha«l  of  compelling  the 
Emprefs  te  agree  to  oor  propofuion  j  ?hc 
lad.  and  not  the  lesfl,  was,  that  when  we 
canoe  to  know  the  impolicy  of  the  whole  i»f 
it,  the  probability  that  we  (hould  recede. 
Upon  e.ich  of  thefe  points  he  argued  with 
great  force,  and  maintain^  that  at  all  events 
great  funis  of  money  would  be  called  for 
dut  of  the  pockets  of  the  public  ;  and  th>«t, 
on  the  moft  attentive  conhderation  of  the 
fohje^,  this  armanntnt  was,  of  all  meafu'cs 
adopted  for  many  years  m  this  0)untry,  the 
nieft  dcftrudljve. 

The  Marquis  of  Lanfdowne  maintained 
the  diredl  contrary  opinion  with  the  Noble 
Secretary  relative  to  our  trade  with  RuHia, 
which,  he  fatd,  was  of  great  im|v>rtance  to 
Ru(ri  «,  hut  of  greater  to  this  country.  The 
Noble  Marquis  affitted,  that  it  had  been  tite 
ohjr^  and  entleavouis  of  many  Adminif- 
cracions  to  procure  hemp  from  other 
countries,  but  that  every  attempt  h.nl  failed 
to  procure  it  as  good  as'  hrom  Rullii.  He 
n«te«l,*  th  *1  if  we  were  not  as  much  favoured 
at  former  iy,  it  was  our  own  fault ;  for  the 
KulTl  ms  h.id  long  been  inclined  to  renew  our 
treaty.  He  agreed  that  on  ti.ule  aloi^  we 
were  nttc  Co  deckle  a  quellion  of  war  or 
peace  j  hut  on  light  politrcnl  principles  peace 
was  nut  to  h«  facrificed.  'J  he  -  Noble  Mar- 
qnis  oiH>tendc<1,  iliat  no  rcafon  had  been 
o/krtii  to  w.irrant  their  l.nrdfhips'  fupport ; 
(ai*,  the  queRr^n  fhould  he  bmught  on  ootil 
Miniftcrs  thought  paoprr  to  give  tin*  ne«:ef- 
fary  explanation ;  for  he  oh  jelled  to  confi<> 
deuce  {  he  looked  to  mtafui  es,  not  to  men— 
and  would  give  no  confidence.  The  nation 
had  a  right  to  he  cunfulted  upon  the  quedion 
of  pane  nr  war,  and  he  needed  not  to 
ge  to  tke  Nacicnal  AfTemhly  tc  he  told  th.  t 
fueh  w#re  the  rights  of  the  people*,  for  it  was 
known  and  ackrmwiedgid  fo  far  hack  as  the 
time  of  Tacictu  )  hut  in  the  following  times  of 
Machiavel,  in  the  times  of  myfleiy  and  lies, 
chat  right,  was  difputtd^  tliofe  times,  how. 
aver,  are  |oM  for  ever ;  the  people  ihronglw 
cut  Eorope  are  now  acquaimeti  witli  their 
rights,  and  will  affrrt  tliecn ;  public  opinion 
med  ha  raforted  to,  and  will  have  its  weight. 
ConAdanea  ia  ecMiAdercd  to  be  unconditu* 
tiociat,  vttOy  and  idlat  the  HiruTe  ought  not 
to  adt  upon  it,  but  call  for  tlwi  infornution 
wbkh  tba  moR  arbitrary  guveromeuts  'gave  ) 
tof  the  King  of  Pmflu  id  Uw  Berlip  Gaaotto 
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Rated  tite  ohjtdl  of  l>is  armament.  Would 
their  Lnid(hi(is  then  fuhmit  to  hr  denied 
that  which  a  Rerlto  garrifon  was  niaile  ac. 
quainted  with  ?  The  King  of  Pi  uifia,  how¬ 
ever,  aflcd  wifely  i  he  knew  it  was  bcutr 
to  truR  m  the  convi^iou  of  his  people  than 
in  his  ahfoliue  |K>vver.  The  nohie  Marquts 
was  convinced  that  MiniRers  dared  not  to 
involve  tlwir  country  in  war  for  (^z  «ko\v. 
Tire  whole  coun'ry  was  in  a  blaze  :  Man. 
cheller  and  Norwicli  had  frt  the  example  to 
the  kingdom ;  the  country  could  not  he  ir 
the  eX|>ence  of  thefe  repeated  armaments—* 
The  Country. gentlemen  were  brcak'iig  up 
their  h^'iifes — the  yeomen  were  bc-coming 
excin-tt  — ihe  peafantr y  were  Rai  ving.  The  dif- 
ticfs  W.1S  not  comprehended  by  MiniRers  cn-. 
joying  gr^at  falaries,  hut  was  feen  and  known 
by  thofe  who  went  through  the  kingdom. 
The  people  were  taxed,  taxed,  and  taxed 
till  they  cnuUI  hear  no  more.  Their  com¬ 
forts  were  abridged  in  the  time  of  Qneen 
Anne,— Rill  more  by  the  German  wars,— 
Rill  more  hy  the  American  wars— then  by 
the  Durch  armament,  more  by  the  Spanilh, 
— mo'c  hy  the  Indian,— and  more  hy  the 
Rutfian. — Putrid  fcvei-s  were  prevalent  from 
the  w'ants  of  che  people — the  price  of  labour 
cannot  m.iiiuain  them,  and  they  will  he 
driven  fmm  the  country  by  the  iiicreafe  of 
its  hurd- ns.  lie  comm  nded  the  conduct 
of  MiniRers  in  eRahlilhing  ll»e  Sinking  Fund 
for  the  difch.irge  of  the  National  D-ht,  but 
gave  the  plan  to  the  deceafed  Or.  Price,  who, 
his  Lord.'hip  faid,  had  luA  kf:  ^  more  vir¬ 
tuous  citizen  behind  him.  The  Sinking 
Fund,  he  fearrd,  however,  would  he  hut  of 
little  Icrvice,  for  the  VV.n-  r  ond  t-ncieafed  in 
gre.aier  proportion.  'I'welve  milliooi  was 
altc.idy  incurred  hy  our  war  in  India  ;  the 
War  Fund,  he  fa  d,  would  firetdily  rat  up  the 
<»ther,  and  Rick  hy  the  nation  until  it  became 
Irankiupt,  unit fs  fuch  a  motion  as  that  now 
before  their  LordRiips  (hould  he  paikdito  put 
an  end  to  thefe  armaments.  He  gave  credit 
to  MiniRers  for  makir.g  more  coiifiderahle 
the  receipt  of  the  country ;  but  ohferved, 
Ilut  if  the  Rring  was  Rrained  too  tight,  it 
would  weaken,  and  the  |)eople  would  re¬ 
volt.  He  fahl,  the  expendituie  ought  to  be 
decreafed,  and  remarked  iliat  tIte  expence  of 
the  army  had  crept  up  ti  twelve  hundred 
tlioufand  pounds  a  year.  He  dreaded  the 
increafe  of  the  army,  which  he  faid  would 
imperceptibly  *  grow  up  to  the  ovenhrow  of 
the  country.  The  Noble  Marqus  begged 
their  Lordihips  to  remember,  that  the  poor 
could  hear  no  mure,  and  that  they  them- 
feivcs  muR  bear  the  expences  out  of  their 
cRates.  He  was  conAdrnt  none  of  their 
Lordthipe  would  heAtate  in  a  good  caufe  ^  ' 
but  it  was  iMt  tu  be  expeAcU  for  ihe  whim 
‘  ^  W- 


•f  tl^ofe  w!\o  were  aQiamed  to  ilaCe  their 

Li>rd  Hawkefbury  wasagainA  the  motion. 
He  faid,  the  traile  between  this  country  and 
Kiifliawasas  much  to  the  inlet  el)  of  RuflTia  as 
toHojI.u'd,  and  contraili^lrd  tlic  Ntthle  Mar¬ 
quis’s  atfertion  of  England  h:<viog  hcen  Iwk- 
waid  to  renew  the  treaty,  His  Ltnd(b;pc«'n- 
cluded  by  ciHitendinsL,  that  the  ennduft  of 
his  Majelty's  Miniflers  for  the  eight  years 
tliey  had  been  in  oftice,  warranted  the  ne- 
cefTity  confidence  that  ought  to  he  given  to 
them.

Thefe  were  qneflions  tiyal< 
were  of  cimfideiahle  m«gnitudc,  and  which 
could  only  he  decided  upon  in  a  Committee, 

Lord  PorcheOer  decDretl  he  iiad  no  oilier 
motive  in  his  motion  hut  lohiing  the  qnef- 
tion  into  d  fcuilitNi ; — he  had  formed  an  opi. 
nion  u|H)n  it,  hut  it  was  not  f  >  fixed  as  to 
prevent  his  being  oprn  to  ennvirtion.  Ho 
wilhed  to  hear  the  fentiments  of  the  learned 
Lords,  os  more  able  to  difenUthe  fuhjefl. 

Lord  Abingdon,  enter  ing  into  fonae  |ierfonj4 
inve^Iivcs  U|»<>n  the  Managers  of  tiro  Im¬ 
peachment,  was  callrd  to  order  by 

Lord  Stanhope,  who  wifhed  Noble  Lord? 
to  confine  thsmfelves  with  temper  to  iho 
fuhjeA  befnie  them. 

Lord  Radnor  faw  many  reafoos  for  con¬ 
tinuing  the  Impeachment,  and  that  it  ought 
not  to  abate  with  a  diliulution  of  Parliament, 
He  fuppofed  a  cafe  wherein  tl)e  whole  evi¬ 
dence  was  gone  through,  the  defence  made, 
and  the  Houfe  pcrftdtly  convinced  of  tlW' 
guilt  of  the  prifoner,  thrir  verUif)  given,  hot 
frinerrce  not  pronounced  ;  and  chat  even 
tlien,  l»owever  high  the  dime,  he  might  ht 
faved  hy  Parliament  being  d.lhdved.  Such 
an  iiiO  ince  would  be  a  mockery  of  juflice  g 
and  yet  he  was  not  prepared  to  accerie  to  thv* 
motion  of  the  Kublc  Li.rd,  hreaufe  he  was 
not  citovinced,  tint,  if  they  agreed  to 
it,  and  went  down  10  VV’*llmlntter-haUi’ 
they  (hould  find  Mr.  Hailing^  ibere.— He 
therefore  defired  to  have  the  recognitancet 
of  Mr.  Hatiiiigs  and  his  (ureties  read  ;  and 
then  moved,  that  after  the  word  that,**, 
in  Lord  Porchedet's  motion,  be  inferted/ 
“  the  Judges  he  required  to  inform  this 
**  Houfe  OD  Wedneidaj  peat,  whether 
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^  W^trren  Hi(>tn{S,  Efq.  and  hit  fareties 
**  were  ftill  b<Nind  lo  appear,  and  anfwer  (n 
**  the  charfci  adduced  againft  him  ?'* 

L/nd.  Lmghhorongh  thought  the  fitdres 
would  hod  a  very  great  difficulty  in  aniwering 
that  q*te(iion,|  and  for  this  reafnn,  hecaufe 
it  was  on*;  that  migfit  potTibly  come  before 
them  in  their  judicial  capacitiri,  ami  there, 
fore  might  be  confidered  as  prejudging  the 
qiaeflioo. 

The  Marquis  of  Lanfduwne  confidered  the 
qoe^fton  of  the  htgheO  importance ;  ttiat  it 
ooglic  to  be  decided  upon  wuh  the  utm«>ff 
caution  and  dcliherati  m  t  and  th-:refore  he 
•nincklail  with  the  Coancellor’s  idea  for  going 
intu  a  Committee,  that  the  various  points 
arifing  not  of  the  q  lelVion  migtit  be  faiily 
decided  upon. 

Ixard  Grenville  f.iw  no  nfcrfTity  for  fuch  a 
ftep,  as  tha  motion  m4de  Ky  the  Noble  Lord 
(PiMXoeOer)  inclu  ed  the  whole ;  fur  if 
dwir  Lord(h«;>f  ('ecidrd  that  a  Metr.igc  fhould 
be  tent  to  the  Commons  ta  that  etf^<!),  :t 
eertainly  implied,  that  the  trial  was  to  go 
on  exadf!y  where  it  left  off,  and  that  the  dif-* 
folutiun  t4  Pailiamcot  hatl  no  other  ehe^f 
upon  it  than  the  delay  wliich  had  been  necef. 
Carily  occihontd.. 

The  idea  «»f  Imjsenchments  abating  with 
the  diff  lution  of  Parliament,  he  treated  as 
the  motf  dangerous  dodrine  that  could  he 
maintained,  as  it  went  tn  deOroy  ihe  facred 
b.»rtier  of  the  people  agaiuff  the  nritfchiefs 
that  might  be  drawn  upon  them  by  a  defign- 
hig  and  evil. minded  Mi'iiiler.  He  did  not 
think  tise  fec.oo*l  motion  mold  fairly  Ise  pu*, 
becaufe  it  w.is  a  qnetfion  that  might  come 
bet  lire  the  Judges  for  tinrir  deJfiun  ujvui  it. 
He  faw  no  aslvanta^e  that  could  acc  ne  by 
going  in*  n  a  Committee  )  lu>i  no  doubt  of 
the  C4|iahility  of  their  f^irdrbips  to  decide 
upuQ  it  in  the  prefent  intfance  j  and  thf refore 
was  fiH  tise  ovigmal  mmion. 

Lord  Mui^rave  went  at  lirge  inro  the 
|»receiknts,  which  he  dcclaied,  in  his 
•pinion,  were  things  thgt  ouyht  nor  to  be 
confidered  as  binding,  any  faitbcr  thin  they 
Were  accoidant  to  reafon.  He  W4s  point 
•dlv  a^aiofi  tise  idea,  that  a  darulurion  of 
Parliaitieni  nut  an  end  to  an  impeachniciu  t 
and  infilled  u{>on  it,  that  a  fair  dedo^ion 
from  the  precedents  on  the  table  alio  war. 
ranted  fuclia  conclufion. 

Lord  Hawkefbary  declared  himfclf  Hurt 
at  liewing  prccadrnts  treated  fo  lightly  ;  he 
•oofidered  the«n  at  all  times  as  rules  to  guide 
tbc  aCVions  and  dccilions  of  that  Md'ufe. 
Tint  thffc  precedents  might  be  completely 
invcfligatcd,  be  was  entirely  in  favour  of  the 
propobtiim  of  the  Nohle  and  Learned  Loid 
lot  going  into  a  Committee  upon  them,  and 
not  ililak  they  would  give  that  delibe¬ 


ration  to  tin  quefilon  which  its  importance 
required,  if  they  c-rne  to  any  hafiy  decificn. 
Lord  King  was  in  favour  of  the  previous 
queltion  being  put,  as  he  did  not  feel  him- 
felf  fufficiently  informed  to  give  a  decided 
opinion  upon  it. 

Lord  Stormont  took  up  the  qorftion  in  an 
extenfive  view,  tiaverfing  the  whole  of  the 
precedents  that  were  laid  ufH)n  the  table,  and 
drawing  a  conclufion,  that  they  went  more 
in  favour  of  the  concinuat’on  of  an  impeach, 
ment,  notwithilanding  a  diffiilntion  of  Par¬ 
liament,  than  att.iinfl  it.  He  contended, 
that  it  was  the  fafeguard  of  the  people,  and 
that  it  was  abfurd  to  fay  that  the  inipeach- 
menC  expired  with  the  Parliament ;  for  im. 
peachments  were  made  in  the  nanne  of  the 
whole  of  the  Commons,  of  v/hom  the  Mem- 
btrs  of  Parliament  were  bu?  the  aCling  pair. 
He  was  clearly  of  opinion  the  quefiion  was 
fairly  before  the  Houfe  j  that  they  werefuf- 
ficiently  able  to  decide  upon  it  ;  and  that  hr, 
as  well  as  his  Noble  Friend  -a’Iio  had  made 
the  original  motion,  fincercly  hoped  to  hear 
the  opinion  of  the  Ixrarned  Lords  upon  it, 
as  from  their  lethal  knowledge  much  infor¬ 
mation  woo  Id  be  derived  from  tlieir  con* 
clufions. 

Lord  Thurlow  declared,  that  not  expef^. 
ing  a  dccifi-in  would  have  been  prefled  for 
this  evening,  hot  that  they  would  have  con- 
fented  to  give  tliat  due  dclil>era(ion  to  tlse 
q'icfiion  wliich  hs  conc/.ivtd  its  iniportance 
required,  he  had  not  fufirjcicntly  made  up 
hi*  mind  to  en*er  into  that  particular  detail 
he  had  iiuendeJ,  nor  had  he  even  brought 
thofe  paj.Trs  with  him  that  hc  had  noted  ai 
j»'‘op?r  points  tp  proceed  upon.  Thus  un- 
p'-'*parcd.  hc  vould  however  enter,  as  far 
as  he  was  able,  into  the  quefiion  ;  and  that 
mere  particularly  with  the  view  of  fhewing  a 
iiectirity  for  going  into  a  Committee,  ralircr 
than  any  expectation  of  being  fo  explicit  as 
his  ^vi(h^s  would  indicate.  From  this  his 
Lordfh'p  entered  into  the  general  hiflory  of 
Impeachments,  the  analogy  they  horv  to  the 
proceedings  in  the  Courts  Ktlow,  by  Writs 
of  Error,  Comm  flions  ot  Oyer  and  Ter¬ 
miner,  Sec,  from  the  carlieJt  time  up  to  the 
lafi  Impeachments’  in  the  year  16S5,  and 
to  the  Refoluticns  of  the  Houfe  of  l^ids  in 
ib^ojand  from  all  of  which  he  adc'uccd 
a  decided  affirmation,  that  an  Impeachment 
mufi  abate  by  a  difr«>lution  of  Parliament. 

Hc  then  tot>k  an  opportunity  of  replying 
to  the  leading  points  0!  the  a  gurnents  whith 
had  been  fiate'^on  thenther  fide,  and  which 
he  combated  with  his  ufual  ability,  dwelling 
particularly  upon  the  llateineot,  that  the 
Impeachment  was  by  the  whole  of  the  Com¬ 
mons.  The  Houfe  of  Commons,  hcfaH, 
was  the  only  body  that  hc  ki>ew  could  be 
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legally  comprelirndcil  order  that  name,  and 
4Krlien  a  ditH.lotion  took  place  they  were  no 
more  }  the  incafuicsaliey  had  pending  there* 
fore  diinl  of  couifc,  aird  could  not  be  con¬ 
tinued,  although  the  faniC  might  be  begun 
by  their  fucctlforr. 

Lord  Loug!ihorough  replied  in  a  fpecch 
•f  more  than  i«vo  Iroork  iir  delivery  in  which 
he,  an  well  as  the  Lord  Chancellor,  went 
into  a  general  hi(\ory  of  the  precedents  of 
Impeachnxnts,  a  kg^l  definition  of  the 
other  law  proceedings,  and  lioin  which  he 
drew  a  dirc^^  opjwfne  conclufion.  He  then 
arg^itd  lliongly  in  favour  of  the  principle 
laid  down,  th4tt  it  would  he  wrelVmg  the 
grand  harrier  of  fccuiily  from  the  public,  if 
the  Miriirtcr  of  the  Crown,  after  being  guilty 
of  the  mcf\  atrccious  u^s,  fo  as*to  aggia. 
v.ire  the  Conunens  to  prefer  an  Imi  eachment 
a^aind  him,  could  fave  niirifcif  hy  ad« 
vifing  the  Soveieign  to  a  dlifolution  of  Har- 
liamcnt.— He  dittered  alfo  cniirsly  with  the 
Learned  Lord  with  refped  to  the  Houf?  cf 
Commons  being  a  part,  and  not  the  wl.ole 
of  the  Commons  of  England  }  he  contended, 
the  Reprefertatives  were  the  mere  oig;ms  of 
the  people  at  large  t  (he  terms  tl.ey  uftd  in 
bringing  Impeachments,  and  granting  of 
money,  proved  them  to  be  fueh ;  for  they  al¬ 
ways  d  d  it  i )  the  name,  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Cr.mmonsot  Great  Critain  ;  and  he  thought 
it  (\j  iiuterial  and  eif.iitial  a  balance  in  the 
conllitution  of  this  country,  which  was  a 
happy  mixture  of  monarchical,  aiiOocratical, 
and  democratical,  that  he  hoped  they  would 
never  lofe  confequence  in  it ;  and  he  appre¬ 
hended,  that  if  ever  the  do^rine  was  main- 
lained,  toconfider  the  Commons  of  this, coun¬ 
try  as  notiling,  it  would  be  the  only  way  to 
make  them  every  thing.  His  Lordfhip  con¬ 
cluded  dired^dy  in  favour  of  the  original 
motion. 

Lord  Kenyon  profefRd  hlmfelf  not  fuffi- 
cienily  acquainted  with  the  report  of  the 
Committee  to  give  a  deerdtd  opinion  upon 
it ;  yet  from  what  he  had  before  read  upon 
the  fubjef^t  he  cohfidercd  the  Refolution  of 
(he  Houfeof  Lords  io  1690,  Rating  that  a 
difTolution  of  Parliament  did  abate  an  Im¬ 
peachment,  wa«  the  hw-  of  the  land,  and 
that  if  they  decided  to  the  comrary,  they 
would  try  a  man,  in  the  present  inRance»by 
a  law  that  did  not  cxift  when  the  trial  began. 

Lord  Guildford  replied  ia  a  very  clear, 
able,  manly  fpetch,  deprecating,  in 

Orong  tetms,  the  idea  that  a  guilty  M  nilter 
fhuuld  have  it  in  hit  power  to  avoid  pumfb* 
mem,  by  advifmg  a  di0blution  of  Parlia- 
mtne.  He  infiRed,  that  fuch  a  dodlrine  was 
aJfo  the  ok'R  inhuman  ihat  could  be  lield 
out  {  for  it  would  throw  a  man  that  had  hetn 
molt  falfely  and  iofamouQj  Kcuiedy  into  fuch 


a  Htuation  that  he  iright  be  prevented  from 
making  his  defence,  and  fo  leave  his  charac¬ 
ter  with  an  indelible  Rain  upein  it. 

Lord  King  thought  the  Noble  Earl,  who 
had  been  an  accufer,  (liuuld  led  a  little  de¬ 
licacy  about  bdng  a  judge. 

jA>td  Guililicid  declared,  lie  hod  merelj 
been  an  accufer  as  being  ur.e  of  the  body^ 
and  he  did  not  think  he  ihoald  be  a  judge  iu 
any  other  point  cf  view. 

Loid  Gieiiville  liieo  entered  very  largely 
into  tlie  qucllion,  fupporting  the  •pobtione 
adduced  by  thofc  who  were  agaliiR  an  Im¬ 
peachment  being  (eiminaicd  by  a  dilTclution  } 
and  concluded,  by  a  dtcUraiion,  that  be  had 
ni/t  heard  a  (ingle  arguiiiciit  in  tl.c  courie  of 
the  whirle  evening  (0  induce  him  to  claoge 
Itis  opinion. 

The  Maiqiiis  of  Lanfdowne,  with  much 
animation,  fup|M>itcd  ilie  contraiy  pnfuioii} 
he  conlKiided— that  (lie  Houle  were  not  to 
decide  what  the  latv  ought  to  be,  but  what  it 
was.  His  Lordlbip  prcuiuccd  a  roanufcripC 
()|rnion  of  Lord  Nottingliam,  in  which  lio 
’’Rates,  that  a  Uiilulution  abates  an  Impeach* 
meiit. 

His  Lordlhip  begged  the  Houte  tocorfidar 
the  (luclLonwith  (hat  frriouintfs  which  be¬ 
longed  to  it ;  he  was  afraid  there  were  feve- 
ral  perfons  ciNtvened  for  tlie  purpofe  of  de¬ 
ciding  u|HMi  the  q^icRiiin,  without  having 
maturely  and  dthhciatcly  confidcied  it. 

Lord  Loiigtihormigh  vrry  niiicli  doubted 
the  authenticity  of  the  maiiufcnpt,  bccaufe 
Lord  Nottingham  h.''d,  in  Lord  S(alFoid*t 
cafe,  held  a  very  different  opinion  1  hie 
Luidlhip  faid,  Ire  was  rcija.  lied  by  a  Noble 
Earl  at  the  head  of  his  Majefty’s  councils 
(Camdtn),  wUim  the  heat  of  tl>c  Hoafe 
had  obliged  to  retire,  to  fay,  that  liC  was  of 
opinion,  (hat  an  Impcaciiment  was  ooC 
abated  by  a  dilfoIutUm  ot  P^rli  ment. 

The  Marquis  of  Lmifdowne  laid,  i(«  was 
(rue  that  Lord  N«>iiingham  had  dctivernl  a 
contrary  opinion  tiorn  tliat  contained  in  the 
mannfeript,  but  the  former  was  in  t  judicial 
fituation,  the  oth^r  in  his  cloLt  a  fhori  time 
before  his  decede  $  and  lie  wifbcd  to  afk  the 
Learned  Lord,  whether  it  was  not  cxcufe- 
ahle  in  the  profeffion  to  maintain  one  opiniiNi 
in  public,  and  aniKher  in  private.

appropriation  or  alienatien  of  fuch  money  ; 
tliiidly,  Th.it  lliey  defied  thenifdves  contrary 
to  law  and  charter  ;  and,  foutChly,  Tlutt  there, 
was  no  competent  Court  of  judicature  in  a!l 
Scntl.ind  Co  take  coguizance  of  any  of  thofe 
grievances. 

Mr.  Anllruiher  oppofed  tlic  motion,  af- 
fertiiig,  that  no  fuch  grievances  as  Aated  by 
the  Hon.  Gentleman  had  any  exiAence.

HIS  H.iy  the  Court  wa$  op.ned  with  the 
ulual  forms.  At  half  part  one  o'clock 
Mr,  Burke,  Mr.  Fox,  Mr.  Sheridan,  and 
the  other  Managers  entcicd. 

Mr.  St.  John  proceeded  to  open  the  Fourth 
Article  olChaige  relative  to  contract,  agen¬ 
cies,  and  exorbitant  allowances,  corruptly 
and  illegally  given  to  various  pci  Tons.  Of 
this  fyllem  of  prodigality  and  corruption, 
their  Lordihips  would  fee  that  the  crimina¬ 
lity  was  great,  when  they  confidcrcd  the  na¬ 
tural  etfccls  of  it  to  remove  all  the  checks  by 
which  the  Adminirtration  of  Government  is 
controuled,  and  to  extingulrtt  thofe  moral 
fentiments  and  feelings  by  which  men  are 
retained  in  the  paths  of  honour,  as  niHch  as 
ky  any  reltraints  of  law. 

The  Hon.  Manager  then  ftated  the  Opium 
Contrad  to  Mr.  Stephen  Sullivan  t  the  at¬ 
tempt  to  fmuggle  opium  into  China  ;  the 
contrails  for  Bullocks  to  Mr.  johnfon  and 
Mr.  Crofts  }  the  increafeof  allowance  to  Sir 
Eyre  Coote }  and  the  Agencies  granted  to 
Mr.  Auriol,  and  others,  with  the  circum- 
fiances  of  each,  as  ads  corrupt  in  themfelves, 
and  contrary  to  the  exprcls  orders  of  the 
Court  of  Diicdors.  He  fumiued  up  the 
lofs  to  the  Company  by  thefe  adls,  forming 
a  total  of  534,38  tl. 

The  funi'i  thus  lavifhed  on  the  friends  and 
favourites  of  the  piifoncr,  their  Lordrtiips 
would  find  to  exceed  all  that  he  had  extorted 
from  tlie  native  Frinccs  of  India,  and  all  that 
he  had  illegally  taken  in  prefents,  on  the 
plea  of  State  neceffity,  "i  hey  would  tlicncc 
infer,  that  one  crime  was  committed  for  the 
purpofeof  fcrcening  another,  and  that  while 
he  was  dirgr.King  the  Britifh  name  by  ads 
of  robbery  and  extortion,  he  was  lavilhing 
the  money  of  the  Company  to  purchafe  im¬ 
punity  for  his  ads. 

Mr.  Hartings  rofe,  and  addrerted  the  Court 
with  an  uncommon  folemnity  of  manner.— 
He  Bated  the  hardfhips  of  bis  cafe  in  being 
thus  compelled,  from  week  to  week,  from 
month  to  monib,  and  from  year  to  year,  to 
attend  to  various  Charges  preferred  againlf 
him,  of  atrocious  crimes  which  he  never  had 
committed,  and  in  the  hearing  of  which  he 
had  no  confolation  but  his  own  integrity. 
Hit  trial  had  larted  four  years.  At  his  pe* 
riod  of  life,  having  now  parted  his  fixtieth 
year,  he  might  be  allowed  to  fay,  that  his  en¬ 


durance  was  not  equal  to  the  loofc  and  unde« 
fined  continuance  cl  the  proceec^ingi  againfl 
him.  He  lemarkcd  on  the  changes  which 
had  taken  place  in  the  Court  fince  he  had 
firrt  appeared  at  the  bar.  Many  KobI# 
Lords  had,  fince  that  period,  gon^  whert 
all  mud  one  day  go.  The  changes  by  crea¬ 
tion  or  demife  atfedling  the  identity  of  hit 
judge5,  he  was  informed  were  not  Icfs  than 
fixty  :  he  could  nnt  but  Lei  it  therefore  as  a 
hardrtiip  to  be  tried  by  one  generation,  and 
have  judgment  parted  by  another. 

Under  thefe  ciicumtlances  lie  had  fomo 
ple.ifure  in  finding  that  the  proceedings  wcie 
to  be  curtailed,  and  that  the  Managers  were 
diredet),  by  a  late  Rcfulution  of  the  Huufe  of 
Commons,  to  abandon  fomeof  the  Charges 
againll  him.

They  felt  alfo  fome 
portion  of  natural  curiofity  tp  know  whai 
the  defence  of  the  man  might  be,  who  had 
prcvioufly  difavowed  and  reprobated  every 
defence  which  he  Itad  himfelf  fet  up  on  for¬ 
mer  occafions.  He  fhould  therefore  only 
fay,  that  the  Commons  now  clofrd  the  whole 
of  the  profecution,  only  laying  in  their  claim 
■  to  their  known  privilege  of  being  heard  in 
reply,  and  by  evidence  if  ncccITary.  He 
concluded  by  charging  Warren  Haflings,  in 
the  name  of  the  Commons  of  England,  with 
High  Crimes  and  Mifdemeanori,  and  re¬ 
quiring  that  Mr.  Haflings  might  put  himfrif 
on  his  defence. 

Mr.  Haftings  tlten  addrefTed  the  Court  in  a 
tone  pf  voivc*  He  faid  chat  his  petition 


was  before  their  Lordfhips,  in  which  ht 
prayed  that  judgment  fhould  be  pafTbd  pre» 
vious  to  any  adjourrunent  of  the  ScfTion.  If 
their  determination  fhould  be  in  the  negative, 
he  muA  ilill  pray  for  one  fliort  day  to  addrefs 
their  Lordfliips,  and  to  fettle  on  the  future 
nurde  of  procedure.  He  fhould  not  now 
anticipate  his  defence  f  irther  than  by  faying, 
that  the  plea  of  neufTity  w^s  one  to  wlilch 
he  fhould  never  rcfori.  He  had  encountered 
in  the  coorfe  of  his  AdminiAtatinn  many 
neceihiics,  hut  he  trufted  that  he  had  not 
met  them  in  any  manner  which  was  not 
jutlihable  on  the  crounds  of  honour,  pro¬ 
bity,  and  juAice.-«> Adjourned  the  lieariog  to 
'1  huifday.

No  m^n  could  have  a  higher  regard  for  them 
than  he  had,  or  thought  higher  of  lhair  pro*

If,  on 
the  contrary,  the  wliole  tenor  of  his  life  was 
luch,  as  to  have  obtained  for  him  the  univer* 
i’al  giKHi  will  of  all  witii  whom  he  had  any 
iniercourle  in  the  interc(\ed  concerns  of  life, 
the  prefumption  will  he  as  well  grounded, 
that  he  was  inimcrni  of  any  particular  wrong 
imputed  to  him,  if  thole  who  are  the  al« 
ledged  fuflerers  by  tlut  wrong,  make  no 
complaint  againft  him.  But  what  (hall  be 
(aid  of  erm plaints  againf\  a  man  who  was 
in  irufi  for  the  iiiieicU  of  the  greatef)  coip* 
fnercial  body  in  tlie  world,  who  employed 
Bnd  dire^ed  the  fervicts  of  ihoiif.inds  cf  his 
fellow  citizens  in  great  ofhcbl  departments, 
ind  rx'cnfive  military  operations,  ulxi  cna* 
pe^ed  princes  and  brates  by  alhaners  with 
^it  parent  kingdom,  and  on  whofe  nde  the 
peace  and  happinefs  of  many  nnllinns  de* 
jKnded?  of  complaints  made  in  the  name 
and  on  the  behalf  of  all  tlvife  difci  i(>lion$  of 
Ipei,  who  «//  uiitte  their  futfragrs  tn  ^rr 
fuveyr.

**  With  ilie  year  ly^o  1  entered  into  the 
fervice  of  the  EiR  India  Company,  and  iu 
that  fervice  1  have  derived  all  my  oAcial 
habits,  all  the  knowledge  which  1  poU 
fcft,  and  all  the  principles  which  have 
regulated  my  amdu^t  in  it. 

**  In  the  year  1768  1  was  appointed  a 
Member  of  the  Council,  and  eventually  to 
fucceed  to  the  government  of  Fort  St. 
George, 

**  In  the  year  1771,  when  the  affairs  of 
thsir  principal  failcm«nt  were  (uppoUd  to 
be  on  the  decline,  and  to  require  on  unuiual 
exertion  of  abilities  and  integrity  to  retrieve 
them,  the  Court  of  r>irc^tors  made  choice  of 
me  for  that  arduous  truR,  and  I  was  ap^xiint- 
ed  to  the  government  of  Bengal,  and  to  the 
principal  dircAion  of  all  the  civil,  military, 
commercial,  and  |ioUtical  affairs  dei>tndauC 
on  it.

**  iivety  divifion  of  official  hufinefs,  and 
cyet7  dep.rtmcnt  of  the  Goveinmcnt 
which  now  e^ifls  in  Bengal,  with  very 
inaiiifiderable  variation,  ate  nj  my  Jo^m* 
atioH, 

**  Tlie  eRahliihments  foim^d  for  (he  col- 
k^ioQ  u|  tbe  revenue,  the  luUkkhon  of  die 

court; 
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efJUTts  of  civil  3rd  criminal  juftlcc,  the  form 
of  government  ellablifheU  for  Benaret,  tlM 
arrangements  created  for  tlic  defence  and 
fuhfidy  of  (he  province  of  Oudc)  the  political 
connexions  and  .illi.inces  with  other  States, 
all  were  created  by  mcy  and  fuhfid  un¬ 
changed  }  or  if  changed,  changed  only  (to 
«fe  the  words  of  my  noble  and  virtuous 
fucceffnr,  applied  to  the  principles  of  my 
arrangements  fur  the  province  of  Oudc),

And  la(\ly,  I  raifed  the  col* 
ledlive  annual  income  of  the  Company's 
pofftflioni  from  three  millions  to  five,  not 
by  temporary  and  forced  exaftions,  but  by 
an  eafy,  continued,  and  Uill  exifting  pio- 
duAion }  the  fureft  evidence  of  a  good 
government,  improving  agriculture,  and  in-

^HE  life  of  Mr.  Sherwik  aiTords  |xr- 
haps  as  itiong  a  proc»t  as  can  pcllibly 
be  advluccil  of  ihc  truth  of  the  obiLivaiion, 
that  “  Gcnirib,  hov/evtr  oppriilcil  or 
buried  in  obicuiiiy,  will,  L:ue  time 
or  other,,  hnd  opportunity  of  Iniiitiug 
into  view,  and  tilling  its 
^herc." 

IVlr-  Sherwin,  who  rill  the  age  cf  nine¬ 
teen  wat  employed  in  the  laborious  occu¬ 
pation  of  cutting  wimhI,  on  the  ctiatc  of 
Mr.  Mitfoid,  near  Pciworlh,  in  Sudex, 
being  one  day  U{>on  I'oine  luilinefs  at  tire 
hnuic  of  that  (ientlcinan,  and  being  ad- 
uditcd  into  a  room  where  fomc  of  the 
lamilv  were  aiiiufing  thiinfclvcs  with 
drawing,  Mr.Mitiord  theught  he  obferv- 
cd  (he  young  man  view  the  piocci's  in  a 
mani'.u  too  attentive  to  proceed  from  nrerc 
vague  curiofity,  and  queaioiv'd  Irim  if  lie 
Could  do  any  thing  iir  that  way  }  bher- 
win  aniweied,  that  he  could  not,  but 
lliould  like  to  try.

ileing  removed  to  London,  bis  progress 
in  the  Arts  was  lo  rapid  as  to  juitify  his 
being  placed  with  Afiiley  the  Painter 
(liicn  in  high  lepulc),  where  he  remained 
till  that  Artill's  good  luck  threw  him  in 
the  way  of  Lady  Duckenfield  and  a  g«o<l 
fortune.

lefs  engravings  ef  “  Chilli  and  Mary  in 
tlie  Ciarden,"  and  “  Chrilt  bearing  tlie 
Crofs,"  from  the  altar-pieces  of  All- 
Souls  and  Magdalen  Colleges,  Oxford  j 
which  prints,  together  will)  the  “  Finding 
of  Moles,”  (containing  the  jxirtralis  of  a 
number  of  Efigliflr  Ladies  of  the  fird 
fafnion),  Gainlborough's  Marquis  of 
Buckingham,  Mr.  Pitt,  Sir  Jolhua  Rey¬ 
nolds's  Duehefs  of  Rutland,  and  a  few 
other  exquifite  produiliuns  of  his  graver, 
mark  to  what  a  high  degree  of  excellence 
abilities,  when  properly  encour  aged,  may 
in  a  Ihort  fpacc  carry  the  Arts,  and  leave 
us  to  lamcitt,  that  the  life  of  Mr.  Sherwin 
was  not  of  a  longer  date,  and  his  wor  ks  * 
morx  numerous.  .

I  h.ive  lung  dared  to  f|>eak  to  kings  of  their 
duty  ;  permit  me  now  to  Tpeak  to  a  people 
of  tlieir  errors,  and  to  the  reprefentacivesof 
the  people,  of  the  dangers  with  which  we  are 
all  thrc.vened. 

1  confefs  that  I  profoundly  lament  the  dif-* 
orders  and  the  crimes  which  have  Covered 
this  empire  with  mourning.  Can  it  be  true, 
that  1  mufl  rtcoUedl  with  horror,  that  I  am 
not  one  of  thofe  who,  in  tellifying  a  gene¬ 
rous  indignation  againfl  arbitrary  power,  have 
perhaps  armed  licentioufnefs  1  Do  religion, 
the  laws,  the  royal  authority,  the  publie 
order,  require  back  from  philofophy  :)nd

1  have  par- 
ticul.oly  Oiuddercd  on  obferving  in  their 
new  life,  that  people  who  arc  defirous  cf 
being  fiec,  not  oi.ly  di(i«g.trd  the  focial  vir¬ 
tues  of  humaniiy  and  jullice,  the  foie  balls 
ct  true  liberty,  but  recciva  with  cagerntfs 
the  new  feeds  of  corruption,  ard  futl'tr 
thcmfcWes  to  be  fuiroundtd  witli  new  cauAs 
of  flavery. 

Ah !  Gentlemen,  what  do  I  not  fuffer 
on  feting  in  the  midrt  of  the  capital,  and  in 
the  very  focus  of  information,  this  fcduced 
people  eagerly  adopt  with  a  ferocious  joy 
the  moll  ctiminal  piopofals,  fmiie  at  the  dc« 
tails  of  airafilnaticns,  fing  their  crimes  as 
if  they  were  conqueffs,  ffupidly  invite  ene¬ 
mies  to  the  revolution,  fully  it  by  com- 
plalfdocp,  and  fhut  their  eyes  upon  all  the 
evils  w  iih  which  they  ovtrwlielm  thcmfelves: 
for  this  unhappy  people  are  ignorant  that  an 
infinity  of  calamities  may  fpring  from  a 
finglc  crime.  1  fee  them  laugh  and  dance 
'  on  the  ruins  of  their  own  morality,  even 
on  the  blink  of  the  very  abyfs  which  may 
twallow  up  their  hopes;  iliis  fpeftacle  of 
joy  is  that  by  whicli  1  have  been  the  molt 
deeply  aff^^ted.

1  have  meditated  throughout  the  whole 
couife  of  niy  life  cn  the  ideas  which  you 
have  lately  applied  to  t!»c  itgentraru  n  of 
the  kingdt.in  ;  I  meditated  cn  thtm  at  a 
time  W'hcn,  rtjeOtd  by  all  the  (ucl.il  ii.dltu- 
tions,  by  all  th.c  intcrclts,  by  all  the  preju¬ 
dices,  they  only  piefcnlcd  the  fcdutlion  cl  a 
confolatory  wi(li :  at  th.»t  time  no  motives 
induced  me  to  weigh  the  diliicultics  of  .ip- 
plication,  and  the  unlble  inconvcnitiiwits 
annexed  to  abrtraf^ions,  when  tlvy  are  In- 
vtAcd  with  the  (orcc  which  cemmandi  nxn 
and  things,  when  the  rclirt..iKe  of  things 
and  the  palhons  of  men  are  ntcclLry  •ic- 
mints  to  comhine. 

What  1  neither  ought  ncr  could  fore- 
fee  at  the  tinre  and  In  the  cltcuniAar.ccs  un¬ 
der  which  1  wrote,  tlic  clicumllaticcs  and 
the  lime  in  whiclt  you  ad>  require  that  you 
fiioulu  keep  an  account  of  ^  and  1  think  i; 
my  duty  to  tell  you  titat  you  have  not  fuAi- 
cicntly  done  fo. 

Uy  this  foie  but  continued  fault,  you 
have  sritiated  yo«r  work;  you  have  placed 
ycurfelves  in  fuch  a  fiiuation  as  has  perhaps 
rendered  you  unable  to  picferve  it  from  total 
ruin,  but  by  meafuring  back  your  fleps,  or 
by  indicating  lliat  retrograde  march  to  your 
fucceflbrs.  Ought  you  to  be  afraid  of  being 
the  folc  objcdl  of  all  the  virulence  with 
which  tlic  altar  of  liberty  is  aflTallcd  ?  Be¬ 
lieve,  Gentlemen,  that  this  hcrcic  facrifice 
will  not  be  the  lead  confolatory  of  thofe  te- 
mcmbrances  which  you  will  be  permitted  to 
prefer ve.  What  men  mult  thofe  be,  who, 
leaving  to  their  country  all  the  good  which 
they  have  been  able  to  do,  accept  and  cla'ni 
for  thcmfelves  alone  the  reproaches  which 
have  been  difervtd  by  real  and  fcrir.us  evils, 
but  cf  which  they  could  only  accufc  the  cir- 
cumftances !

out  refervt,  thofe  dufidtivc  parts  which 
you  h.ivc  intioduccd  Into  the  French  Con- 
(tllution. 

C.alled  upon  to  rtgeneratc  France,  you 
ought  fitft  to  have  conlidered  what  you 
could  uftfully  pieftrve  of  the  former  govern¬ 
ment,  and  particularly  that  part  of  it  which 
it  would  be  improper  to  abandon. 

France  was  a  monarchy  j  its  extent,  its 
wants,  its  manners,  its  national  fpirit  were 
invincible  objedlions  to  republican  forms 
being  ever  admitted  into  it  without  occafion- 
ing  a  total  dilTolution. 

The  monarchical  power  was  vitiated  by 
two  caufesj  its  bafes  were  (urroanded  by 


prejudices,  .and  its  limits  were  defined  but 
by  p.utial  rehll.inces.  I'c  purify  the  piin- 
cipirs,  by  cfla’diilnng  the  throne  upon  its 
Hrue  balls,  the  fovt;ci;^;pty  of  the  nation  {  to 
akertain  Its  limits^  by  placing  them  in  tlie 
national  rt prtlentation,  vva>  what  you  ought 
to  have  done,  aiid  you  t.h.nk  that  you  iuve 
dor'c  ir. 

Ku:  In  organizin:;  tl'C*"*  two  powers, 
t!ie  rtrtngth  and  the  Inccefs  of  the  Cimllitu- 
t’.on  firpended  upi'n  their  cquilibium ;  and 
you  h.id  to  guard  p'-^penfity  of 

your  Ideas.  Vi*u  vugnt  to  have  feen  that  In 
the  g. PCI  a!  rpinion,  the  power  of  kings  is 
•  n  tl A*  t'ccllnc,  and  ih.ai*  the  righti  cf  the 
pet  pic  arc  on  the  e''crt.»re  i  thus»,  by  weak¬ 
er. ir.g  bcycr.d  mejfure  ih.tt  v  h;th  naturally 
tenda  to  annll.il  iiion,  and  by  Ihii  gthening 
l  eyoi.d  .';!1  prop'utlon  that  \vhich  naturally 
I  nd,.  to  inciealV.  you  arrive  by  loicc  at  this 
melancholy  rcfull,  ti

Ry  abandoning  youi  (elves  to  the  wander¬ 
ings  of  opinion,  yon  hive  favour rd  the  infiu- 
ence  ol  ih  *  roultituiic,  .and  infinitely  multi¬ 
plied  popular  iloCiUin*.  Did  vou  not  foigiC 
that  elections  inccir.ni'ly  renewed,  and  lliu 
tranfient  duration  of  power,  arc  a  (rnucc  of 
lelax.du  n  in  pohiica!  jurddi^^iors  ?  Did  you 
not  forget  that  the  (Inngth  (tf  Government 
ought  to  be  prop  Ttioiied  to  the  number  of

You  have  piefctvcd  the  n.aine  of  King, 
altliougl)  ni  voui  Connitulion  ic  is  not  only 
no  longer  uleful,  but  even  dangerous.  You 
have  i  educed  his  influence  to  tirat  point 
which  corruption  may  nlurp}  you  have  in  fa^l 
invited  him  to  combat  a  Condituliun  which 
incelFantly  (hews  him  v^iat  he  is  not,  and 
wliai  he  may  be. 

I  his,  (i>mileinrn,  is  a  vice  inhertiit  in 
your  Conditution  j  a  vice  which  will  dcfiroy 
it,  if  you  and  your  fucCtlTors  do  not  haden  to 
extirpate  it. 

1  will  not  point  nut  to  you  all  the  faulfs 
which  m.ay  be  afciihccl  to  circumtlances  { 
of  thofe  you  are  yourfelves  aw  ire  ;  but  why 
will  you  (lifter  tl.c  evil  tocxid  which  it  is 
ill  your  |mwcr  to  d:ftnw  f  Why,  after  hav¬ 
ing  proclaimed  the  dogma  of  lihor  ly  in  rcli.» 
gloijs  opinions,  w'  11  you  fufFer  the  clergy  to 
be  overwhelmed  with  pvifccutlons  and  out¬ 
rages,  becaufc  they  do  nut  obey  your  religloui 
opinions  ? 

Why,  after  having  confecrated  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  individual  liberty,  do  you  fuffer  to 
exilt  in  your  bofoms  an  inquifition,  which 
ferves  as  a  moilcl  and  a  pretext  to  all  thofe 
inferior  inquifitions  which  a  failious  uneaft- 
ne(s  has  generated  in  every  part  of  the 
empire  ? 

Q  o  o 
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Why  do  not  you  (hudder  at  the  auda¬ 
city  and  the  fucccft  of  thofc  writer*  who 
profane  the  nanrte  of  patriots  ?  More  power¬ 
ful  than  your  decrees,  they  daily  pull  down 
what  you  eredt.  You  a  c  defirous  cf  a 
monarchical  f^ovemmenr,  and  they  endeavour 
to  render  it  odious  :  You  are  delirous  tliat 
the  people  Ihould  enjoy  hberty^  .<rd  they 
wifti  to  make  them  the  moft  ferocious  of 
tyrants:  You  arc  delirous  of  reforming  the 
manners,  and  they  command  the  triumph  of 
vice,  the  impunity  of  crimes. 

1  will  not  mention  to  you,  Gentlemen, 
your  operations  of  finance  j  God  foibul  that 
1  fhould  cncreafc  your  unealinefs,  or  dimi- 
rlfh  your  hopes  upon  that  fubjc(ff.  The 
public  fortune  is  yet  entire  in  your  hands  j 
but  recolledf,  that  where  a  government  Is 
rteiibcr  powerful  nor  rcri)edted,  there  can 
be  n*kber  taxes,  credit,  nor  an  afeertained 
receipt  or  expendituic. 

Wluit  form  of  government  can  (land 
egainfl  this  newalfumption  of  power  of  the 
Clubs?  You  have  dcllroyed  all  the  corpo¬ 
rations,  and  the  mofl  coloffal  and  moA  formi¬ 
dable  of  aggregations  is  tailing  itfelf  upon 
your  heads,  to  the  deflru^Ion  of  all  other 
powers.  France  at  preient  contains  two 
kinds  of  ptople  exce^ingly  unlike.  That 
confining  of  the  virtuous  and  of  the  mode¬ 
rate  fpirits,  is  fcattered,  filcnt,  and  alarmed  j 
whilA  men  of  vioUat  diifpofltions,  of  which 
the  ocher  confiAs,  crowd  together,  eledirify 
each  other,  and  form  thofe  terrific  volcanos 
which  vomit  forth  fuch  quantities  of  in- 
Agmed  lava. 

You  have  made  a  declaration  of  rights, 
and  that  impeifedl  declaration  has  fpread 
throughout  the  empire  of  France  numerous 
feeds  of  anarchy  and  difordcr. 

Conftantly  hefitating  between  the  prin¬ 
ciples  which  a  falfe  modelty  prevents  y6u 
from  modifying!  and  circumAanccs  which 
extort  exceptions  from  you,  you  conAantly 
do  too  little  for  the  public  good,  and  too 
much  according  to  your  dodbine.  You  are 
frequently  both  inponfequent  and  impolitic, 
at  the  time  when  you  endeavour  Co  be  nei¬ 
ther.  Thus,  by  perpetuating  the  flavery  of 
the  negroes,  you  have  not  the  lefs,  by  your 
deciflon  refpcAing  the  mulatto's,  given  an 
'  alarm  to  commerce,  and  expofed  yuur  co¬ 
lonies* 

Be  aflured.  Gentlemen,  that  none  of  thefe 
obfenrations  efcape  the  frionds  of  liberty  : 
they  demand  back  from  your  hands  tire  dc- 
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pofit  of  the  public  opinion,  of  the  puhl!c 
nafon,  of  which  you  .ire  hjt  the  r‘^„ns, 
and  which  no  longer  poll  Is  any  chaiu<flei. 
Europe  confiders  you  w  ith  .olenithm' n  j 
Euro|>c,  which  may  he  (haken  to  its  inunda¬ 
tions  by  the  p'cpag  .ticn  ot  your  piionipius, 
is  vexed  at  thcii  txa'^etatu'ii. 

The  lilence  ci  its  Kiiiues  m:  y  ht  that  of 
terror;  but  du  not  afpirc,  t-Icnikmen,  to 
the  f-tal  honnur  of  rendering  youiftives 
dreadful  by  cxliavngant  innovation';,  as  dan¬ 
gerous  for  yob’ftlvcj  as  fur  yi  or  neigh¬ 
bours.  Open  once  more  the  aun  .U  of  the 
world  ;  call  to  your  air)ll*ince  the  Wildomof 
agts,  and  fee  how  many  cph  irc:.  luve  pc-- 
lifhcd  by  an^rciiy.  It  i>*  tliiit  to  nut  an  end 
to  that  by  which  we  are  del.  ’ited,  to  ftop 
the  revenges,  the  fediticn^,  .  ;.d  commo¬ 
tions,  and  to  rcllorc  to  us  ..t  length  peace  and 
confidence. 

To  attain  this  filuiary  end,  there  Is  but 
one  mode,  and  that  is  by  reviling  your  de¬ 
crees,  by  uniting  and  Arcngfienmg  the 
powers  wcakmed  by  difpCrlion,  by  eniruA- 
ing  to  the  King  all  the  forte  necelfary  to 
maintain  the  power  of  the  laws,  and  by  par- 
ticulutly  watcliing  over  the  libcity  of  the 
priiiiary  aflTtmblits,  from  which  fad^ioni 
have  driven  all  wife  and  virtuous  citizens. 

Do  not  imagine.  Gentlemen,  that  the  rc- 
eftabliihmint  of  the  executive  power  can  be 
the  work  of  your  fucceflfors  j  no,  they  will 
take  their  feats  with  lefs  power  than  you 
poffefs ;  they  will  have  to  acquire  that  po¬ 
pular  opinion  of  which  you  have  difpofed  j 
you  only  arc  able  to  create  anew  what  you 
have  deftroyed,  cr  fuffered  to  be  dertroyed. 

You  have  laid  the  foundation  of  the  li¬ 
berty  of  every  rcafonable  conliituuon,  by 
fecuring  to  the  people  the  right  of  making 
their  laws,  and  dettmiiniui^  thtir  taxes. 
Anarchy  will  even  fwallow  up  thefe  impor¬ 
tant  rights,  if  you  do  not  pUqe  them  under 
the  protedlion  of  an  adfivc  and  vigorous  go¬ 
vernment  i  and  defpotifm  awqits  us,  if  you 
continue  to  rejcdl  the  tutelary  protection  of 
royal  authority. 

1  have  collected  my  ftrength,  Gcntlcmep, 
to  fpeak  to  yon  the  aultere  language  of  truth. 
Forgive  in  favour  of  ray  zeal  and  love  for 
ray  country,  what  may  ap;  car  too  tree  in 
my  remonArances,  and  beheve  my  ardept 
,w’ifhea  for  your  glory,  as  much  as  my  pro¬ 
found  refpe^.

IN  purfuanoc  of  the  intention  which  I 
notifieJ  to  yon  in  my  letter  d  ited  tl»e  i  ijth 
•f  November,  I  left  Calcutta  on  the  61I1,  to 
embark  in  the  Vcftal  frigate  at  Diamond 
Harbour,  af>d,aftei  a  very  pr  fpenrus  palfage, 

I  landed  here  on  the  13:11  indi  it.  My 
lime  has  been  partly  employed  in  attending 
to  fcvcral  important  points  of  the  civil 
harincfs  of  this  Prcfidency,  but  principally 
in  .acquiring  minure  information,  of  various 
kinds,  ^cf^>e<‘ling  the  cundiiron  of  the  troops, 
of  the  ma;:  lines  of  provifi  ns  and  military 
(lores,  and  of  llie  nature  of  the  different 
palfcs  that  lead  into  the  Myfore  country  j 
and,  after  the  moll  deliberate  reflvClion,  1 
have  determined,  inftead  of  profccuting  my 
pl.an  of  the  foulhern  invaiion,  t(»' pcoetraie, 
by  the  pafTes  that  lead  from  the  centre 
of  the  Carnatic,  and  to  commence  our 
operations  with  the  ficpes  of  OoflTore  and 
Bangalore,  unltfs  TipptM>  fhunid  rcfolve  to 
h.'*z.ird  an  a^lion,  and  its  event  fhail  render  it 
expedieni  to  t.»ke  other  me.ifurt8. 

I  have  accordingly  inttrn^ded  General 
Medows,  who  had  approached  Trichinopoly 
before  my  arriv.il  at  this  place,  after  he

to  mardr  the  whole  army  from  Trichinopoly

We  learn  hy  a  letter  from  the  Com¬ 
mander  m  Chief,  dated  the  29th  of  Oflober, 
that  the  enemy,  as  ulual,  had  lludiotifly 
avinded  coming  to  a^bon,  but  that  by  a 
fudden  movement  he  had  appeared  before 
Daraporam,  where  tltere  were  no  gent  $ 
that  the  garrifon  were  obliged  to  capitulate,

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and  hod  in  confequence  been  relrafed,  upon 
the  expi  efs  cundition  of  not  ferving  during 

the  War, 

In  fubfequent  letters  we  were  advifed  of 
the  arrival  of  the  army  at  CAveri|:aiam,  and 
of  the  appearance  of  the  enemy  in  confide- 
rable  foice.  Colonel  Maxwell,  at  the  fmie 
time,  tranfmitted  the  following  account  of  an 
attack  that  had  been  nude  ppon  the  ilt  regi. 
ment  of  cavalry.  “  The  enemy’s  irregular 
horfe  having  driven  off  fome  cattle  from  the 
front  of  the  camp  where  they  were  grazing, 
the  ift  regiment  of  cavalry  imprudently  pur- 
fued  them  through  a  narrow  pafs,  on  the 
Other  fide  of  which  30C0  horfe,  nguUily 
drawn  up,  immediately  attacked  them. 
Under  thefc  difadvantages,  howeverf  the  re¬ 
giment  made  goud  their  retreat,  but  not 
without  confidtrable  lofs.  Lieutenant  Fon- 
blinque,  Comets  Hoarca*nd  Dc  Morgan  and 
fifty  men  and  hoifcs,  were  reported  milTin^. 
Cornet  I>c  Morgan  was  faid  to  have  been 
killed,  the  other  officers  wounded  and  taken.** 
Colonel  Maxwell  added,  that  tlie  army  was 
furrounded  by  hoife,  and  that  Tippoo  was 
in  the  field. 

We  immediately  communicated  to  the 
Commander  in  Chief,  by  txprefs,  the  fim- 
a  ion  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Maxwell  j  for 
although  we  had  no  apptcbtnfiun  that  he 
could  be  worded  in  an  adl'.on,  yet  wc  felt 
much  anxiety  left  the  numerous  KkUcs  of  ca¬ 
valry  belonging  tothetnemy  hovering  around 
him  n  li^ht  cut  eff  his  bj(*jr*gc,  and  ciiflrcfs 
him  for  want  of  provifions  ;  but  wc  were  fot  n 
relieved  fro.n  all  unc..fincfs,  by  a  Utter  from 
the  General  inloiming  us,  that  he  was  ciof- 
fing  the  Cavtry  with  ilic  whole  army  in  pur- 
fuir  of  the  eriemy,  who  lud  m.  rehed  to  the 
n.>rthward  a  few  days  before,  with  an  in¬ 
tention,  it  was  fuppvfed,  of  attacking  Co- 
lor>el  Maxwell.  TheGeiKtal  added,  that  he 
was  under  no  aLrm  for  the  fafeiy  of  the  centre 
ar  my,  ^vhich,  though  pcrlups  not  able  to  heat 
the  enemy  in  full  fotce,  could  ceitainly  iiold 
out  until  hit  arrival. 

Our  next  advices  from  General  Medows 
ftated,  that  after  having  marched  fiven  days 
fucceilively,  lie  wk*  within  fifteen  miles  of  Co- 


lonel  Maxwell,  to  whom  he  had  fent  five 
fquadrons  of  dragoons,  and  orders  to  join 
him  ;  and  that  Tippoo  had  declined  an  en¬ 
gagement,  not  liking  the  judicious  pontioa 
ct  Colonel  Maxwell,,  nor  the  near  approach 
of  the  giand  army. 

In  the  concluiiitig  paragraph  of  the  above 
letter,  the  General  ftjted  that  he  had  received 
a  kind  of  overture  to  a  treaty  from  Tippoo’s 
Miinrtcr,  which,  with  the  .vnfwcr,  lie  meant 
tu  (ubmtl  to  Lord  Cornwallis  upon  his  ar- 
rival.

rich  Province  of  Bidnore,  and  give  alarm  to 
the  centre  of  tins  enemy’s  dominions.  The
